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Joby Ray (the Subject 
of the following Life) was 
the Son of Roger Ray, 
and Elizabeth his Wite, 
of Black Motley, near Braintree, in 
Eſſex. He was born November the 
29th, 1628, and was bred a Scholar 
at Braintree School, under one Mr.

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made ſuch Proficiency (although at 
that time no good School, which 
Mr. Ray uſed ſometimes to lament, 
as a great Misfortune to his younger 
Vears,) that before he arrived at the 
Age of Sixteen he was ſent to the 
Univerſity of Cambridge, and entered 
at Katherine-Hall, on June the 2 8th, 


1644, under the Tuition of Mr. 
Duckfield. 


Here he continued about a Year 
and three Quarters, and then re- 
moved to Trinity-College : But for 
what Reaſon, or by what Means, I can- 
not tell ; only I find he was afterwards 
much pleaſed therewith ; becauſe in 
Katherine-Hall they chiefly addicted 
themſelves to Diſputations; but in 
Trinity the politer Arts and Sciences 
were principally minded and culti- 


When 
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When he was come to Tremity- 
College, he had the Happineſs to have 
Dr. Dwxport for his Tutor; a Man 
well known for his Learning; parti- 
cularly for his great Skill in Greek, 
which he gave the World good Proof 
of, in his Homerical Tranſlations of 
Job and the other Hagiograpba. 


Under this learned Tutor, Mr. 
Ray ſo cloſely applied himſelf to his 
Studies, that what he miſſed of at 
Braintree School, he ſufficiently at- 
tained to at N College; having 
acquired great Skill in Greek and La- 
tin, and I have good Reaſon to think 
in Hebrew alſo. Beſides which, I 
find, by ſome of his Papers written 
about that Time, that he was very 
early an excellent Orator and Natu- 
raliſt: And upon the Account of his 
great Diligence, Learning, and Virtue, 
be was ſoon taken Notice of by the 
B 2 College; 
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College; and at about three Years 
ſtanding was choſen Minor Fellow of 
Trinity, on September the 8th, 1649, 
together with his ingenious Friend 
T/aac Barrow; and as Dr. Dupor: 
had been Tutor to both of them, ſo 
he uſed to boaſt of them, as Mr. Ray's 
Fellow Collegian the late pious and 
learned Mr. Brokeſby informed me, 
who ſaith, That, he in Diſcourſe with 
Dr. Duport, reckoning up ſeveral Gen- 
tlemen of Worth that the Doctor had 
been Tutor to, the Doctor ſaid, The 
Chief of all his Pupils were Mr. Ra 
and Dr. Barrow, to whom he efteemed 
none of the reſt comparable. 


Mr. Ray having continued Minor 
Fellow, whilſt Batchelor of Arts, was 
according to the Cuſtom of the Col- 
lege) choſen Major Fellow, when of 
Maſter's ſtanding. After which, on 
October the 1ſt, 1651, he was cho- 
| „ 
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ſen the Greek Lecturer of the Col- 
lege; and on Oclober the 1ſt, 1653, 
he was made Mathematical Lecturer; 
and after that, on October the 2d, 
i655, Humanity Reader. 


After this, when of greater ſtand- 
ing, he was choſen into the Offices 


of the College, and was made Præ- 
lectkor Primarius, October the iſt, 


1657, and Junior Dean, Ockober 
the 2d, 1658; and laſtly twice Col- 
lege-Steward, being {worn into that 
Office December the 26th, 1659, 
and December the 16th, 1660. 


During this Time of Mr. Ray's be- 
ing in the Univerſity, he was Tutor 
to many Gentlemen of great Worth. 
From ſeveral of which I meet with 
Letters of due Praiſe and Acknow- 
legements.

Neither 
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Neither was he only an eminent 
Tutor, but as eminent a Preacher, 
both in his College and in the Uni- 
verſity. We have ſufficient Examples 
of his Performances of this Kind, in 
the Theological Pieces he publiſhed; 
which were all or moſt of them Com- 
mon-Places in his College, or Ser- 
mons preached in the Univerſity: 
Particularly, his W iſdom of God in the 


Creation was a College Exerciſe. 


Although, as is juſt obſerved, he 
was much famed for his Preaching, 
he did it in a Way very different from 
the Faſhion of thoſe Fanatical Times. 
His Grace the late pious and learned 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, Dr. Teni- 
ſen (whom I am bound to mention 
with all due Reſpect and Honour) told 
me, That Mr. Ray was much cele- 
brated in his Time in Cambridge, for 
bis preaching ſolid and uſeful Divi-

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nity, inflead of that enthufraſtick Stuff, 
which the Sermons of that Time were 
generally filled with; and that he 
well remembered the Subject of one of 


his Sermons was, Mundus non fe- 


neſcit; for which he was much ap- 
plauded. 


His three Phyfico-Theological Diſ- 
courſes concerning the Chaos, Deluge, 
and Diſſolution of the World, I on 
ceive, were Common-Places, or Ser- 
mons. His Diſcourſe of the Diſſo- 
lution, he ſaith, was a Sermon he 
preached of old at St. Mary's in Cam- 
bridge, in a Letter to his beloved 
and learned Friend Dr. Tancred Ro- 
binſon, of July the 24th, 1690. 


The firſt Draught of which Sermon. 


as alſo of ſome of his other Diſcourſes, 
I have ſeen, but not nearly ſo much 
enlarged as in the printed Tracts. 


B 4 Having, 
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Having mentioned thus much of 

Mr. Ray's Preaching, I ſhall take 
Notice of two Sermons I have met 
with, which he delivered at the Fu- 
nerals of two of his Friends: One 
I imagine was at the Funeral of Dr. 
Arrowſmith, Maſter of his College, 
on Romans Xu. 12. Patient in Tri- 
butation. Which Words (he faith) he 
made Choice of, by Reaſon the Life of 
that reverend and learned P erſon, 
Pre the laſt Scene of it, was emi- 
nently remarkable for the Practice and 
Exerciſe of the Grace of Patience ; 
occaſioned, I find, by a valetudina- 
rian State of Body. But as for the 
Particulars which Mr. Ray recounts 
of his La, | his Education at Vew- 
caſtle upn Tyne, his Admiſſion into 
St. Jobn's College, and being called 
thence to be Fellow of Katherine- 
Hall, then Preacher at King's-Lynn, 


aſter that Regius Profe Ver, <& ice- 
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Chancellor of Cambridge, and laſtly 
Maſjier of Trinity-College; his wile 
and good Behaviour in all thoſe Places 
and Truſts, his Meekneſs, - Peaceful- 
neſs, Induſtry, and Learning, Fc. 
I fay, as for ſuch Particulars; men- 
tioned in Mr. Ray's Sermon, I ſhall 


paſs them by as foreign to my Pur- 
pole. 


The other Sermon was at the Fu- 
neral of his moſt intimate and dear 
Collegue, Mr. ohn Mid, on Pſal. 
xxxix. 5. Verily, every Man at his 
beſt S tate is altogether Hanity. How 
great the Friendſhip .was between 
theſe two, may be ſeen in Mr. Ray's 
Preface to his Catal. Plant. circa 
Cantabr. where he calls him, amici/- 
fimus & individuus comes; and ap- 
plauds him (as he doth more largely 
in his Funeral Sermon) for his admir- 
able Sweetneſs, and candid Temper 

En of 
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of Mind, his exact Probity, and In- 


nocence of Life and Manners, his 
ſingular Modeſty, and his excellent 
Learning; particularly his great and 
exact Skill in the Univerſal Hiſtory 
of Nature, and the Works of Gop : 
Or, in few Words, as I find it men- 
tioned in Mr. Ray's Sermon, J. IV. 
operum Dei Admirator, Probitatis 
ftudioſus : Which, as it was exactly 
agreeable to Mr. Vid's Practice, ſo 
ſeems to have been a Motto Mr. Vid 

had pitched upon, it being written 

by himſelf in one of his Books. 
From this Character of Mr. Mid, it 
is eaſy to judge what the Cauſe was 
of that great Intimacy and Friend- 
ſhip that was between Mr. Ray and 
him, vis. The Agreement of their 
Genius and Studies, and the exact 
Conformity of their Humours and 
Manners. 


During 
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During this Intimacy with Mr. 
Mid, Mr. Ray wrote his Catalogue 
of Cambridge Plants, which he faith 
Mr. Mid had a great Hand in, and 
lived to fee almoſt perfected. Which 
Piece was publiſhed in 1660, and 
was of ſingular Uſe, in promoting 
the Study of Botany; a Branch of 
Learning much neglected at that 
Time, not only in Cambridge, but 
in moſt other Parts of the Kingdom. 
But after this Book was publiſhed (as 
Mr. Ray himſelf told me, than whom 
no Man ever ſpoke with greater Mo- 
deſty of himſelf, or his Performances) 
many were prompted to thoſe Studies, 
and to mind the Plants they met with 
in their Walls in the Fields. 


This Book meeting with a kind 
Reception among the Learned and 
Curious, encouraged Mr. Ray the far- 
ther to proceed in theſe Studies and 


Obſerva= 
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Obſervations: And not content with 


what he met with about Cambridge, 


Wales, and Part of Scotland. In 
which he had commonly the Com- 


pany of ſeveral curious Gentlemen, 
particularly Mr. Willugby, his Pu- 


pil Mr. Slippon (afterwards Sir Philip) 


and Mr. Peter C. ourth oþe. 


Of theſe Journeys he left Accounts 


behind him; ; a great Part of which 
are here publithed. 


= he Firſt of theſe Journeys was 
from Auguſt the gth to September 


the 18th, in 1658. Which he took 


by himſelf alone through Morthamp- 
tonſhire, Warwickſhire, Leiceſter- 


ſpire, Derbyſhire, Lancaſhire, Che- 
Sire, Flintſhire, Denbighſhire, Caer- 


narvonſhire, Angleſey, Merionydſbire, 


he extended his Purſuits throughout 
the greateſt Part of England and

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Shropſhire, M. gigs and 2

After this Journey, having finiſh- 
ed his Cambridge Catalogue, and 
publiſhed it, as I faid, in 1660, and 
peaceable Times coming on, by the 
Reftauration of the King and Royal 
Family, Mr. Ray began to think of 
entering into Holy Orders; and at 
the latter End of the Year was or- 
dained both Deacon and Prieſt by 
the learned Biſhop Sarder/on. One 
or both which Orders, his Lordſhip, 
then Biſhop of Lincoln, conferred 
upon Mr. Ray, in his Chapel in Bar- 


bican in London, on the 23d of De- 
cember 1660. 


But now, if it ſhould be aſked, 
How it came to paſs that Mr. Ray, 
who was not in Orders till 1660, 
was s admitted to preach (as I have 


ſaid 
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Aid he did) in the College Chapel, 
and at St. Mary's before the Univer- 
ty! I briefly Anſwer, in the before 
mentioned Mr. Brokeſo6y's Words, 
That Preaching and Common- placing 
were then commonly performed by Per- 
fons not. ordained. 


After his Ordination, Mr. Ray 
continued to purſue his Inquiries 
after Plants, and other Curioſities ; 
and therefore took another Journey 
(accompanied by Mr. Willugbby, and 
ſome other Gentlemen) thro' Hunt 
ingdonſbire, Northamptonſhire, Lin- 
colnſhire, Turiſbire, the Biſbopricł of 
Durham, Northumberland, and fo 
into Scotland, as far as Glaſcow and 
Sterling, and thence back again thro' 
Cumberland and Weftmorland. They 
ſet out on July the 26th, 1661, from 
Cambridge, and finiſhed their Journey 

the 3oth of Augiuſſt. 


The 
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The Year after this, Mr. Ray (and 
Mr. Willugbèy with him) took an- 
other Journey from Cambridge. They 
ſet out on May the 8th, 1662, and 
paſſed through Northamptonſhire, 
Warwickſhire, Staffordſhire, Cheſhire, 
Flintſhire, Denbighſhire, Caernar- 
vonſhire, Angleſey, Merionydſbire, 
Montgomeryſhire, Cardiganſhire, Pem- 
broleſbire, Caermardenſhire, Glamor- 
ganſbire, Monmouthſhire, Glouceſter- 
ſhire, Somerſetſhire, Devonſhire, Corn- 
wall, Dor ſetſhire, Wi ſhire, and 
Hampſhire; and returned in July 
following. |

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Oath,) but he ſaid he could not de- 
clare, for thoſe that had taken the 
Oath, that no Obligation lay upon 
them; but feared there might. And 
one Thing that unfortunately then 
happened was (as Mr. Brokeſby in- 
formed me) That he was at that time 
abſent from his College, where be 
might have met with Satisfaction to 
his Scruples, and was among ſome 
zealous Nonconformiſts, who too much 
influenced him, by the Addition of new 
Scruples. And we may alſo aſcribe 
ſomewhat to Prejudice of Education 
in unhappy Times. 


Having. now left his Fellowſhip, 
and viſited moſt Parts of his own 
Country, he was minded to ſee what 
Nature afforded in foreign Parts. 
And accordingly I find Mr. 7/illughby 
and him conſulting, towards the latter 
End of this Year, about travelling

the next Spring, and conſidering 
whom they ſhould invite to go with 
them (3); and having perfuaded Mr. 
Skippon (afterwards Sir Philip and 
Mr. Matbaniel Bacon (two of Mr. 
Ray's Pupils), to go along with them, 
they all Four, next Spring, vig. on 
April the 18th, 1663, went over 
from Dover to Calais, and from 
thence through divers Parts of Eu- 
rope; which I but barely mention, 
as Mr. Ray himſelf, in the Year 1673, 
publiſhed the Obfervations they made 
in that Tour. 


Towards the latter End of their 
Journey, Mr. Willugbby and Mr.

Theſe Fables, which Mr. Ray 
faith were framed for Biſnop Willis, 
were partly drawn up by Mr. Wil- 
lughby and Mr. Ray, who were the 
beſt able of any Men living for ſuch 
an Undertakiag.: But yet, when they 
had done it, I find they were not 
well pleaſed with it, thinking it im- 
perfect, and capable of great Amend- 
ments; which they afterwards gave 
it, in their Hiſtories of Plants and 
Animals. But it is not at all to be 

C3 wondered 
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wondered at, that ſuch an Account 
ſhould be defective at the Beginning, 
before they had fully weighed and 
conſidered ſo new a Subject, as that 
was, at that time, a Part of Learn- 
ing but little ſtudied and cultivated, 
that lay confuſed, and without any, 
or no better than no Method ; but 
which thoſe two great Men fo cleared 
up, methodized, and advanced, that 
to them may be aſcribed a great deal 
of that Perfection to which Natural 
Hiſtory is now arrived. 


Having traced our great Man's 
Life to the Year 1667, and 39th _ 
Year of his Age, the next Thing I 
meet with is his farther Proſecution 
of his Reſearches into the Hiftory of 
Nature, the Summer of this Year, 
1 by another Journey into the Weſt of 
England, in Company with his moſt 
1 honoured and beloved Friend Mr. 
. WY . 
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Hillughby. They ſet out from Mr. 
Willughby's Seat at Midaleten-Park 
in Hoarwickſhire, on Jume the 25th, 
1667, and travelled through the 
Counties of M oregſter, Hereford, - 
Glauceſter, Somerſet, and Devon, into 
Cormall, as far as the Land's-End, 
where they arrived Auguſt the 17th; 
and then returned through Hants to 
London, on September the 1 3th fol- 
lowing. In this Journey they deſcri- 
bed many Fowls, Fiſhes, and Plants, 
and took Notes of the Mines, the 
Way of ſmelting Metals, making 
Salt, and divers other Things, which 
I find in Mr. Ray's Diary of that 


Journey. 


By this Time Mr. Ray had much 
fignalized himſelf for his great Skill 
in curious Matters, and therefore was 
importuned to come into the Royal 
Society; and accordingly he was ad- 


C 4 mitted. 
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mitted, Fellow, on Movember the 
th; and in the ſame Month, vix. 
cited by Dean Willins to tranſlate his 
real Character into Latin, he conſented 
to do it: And indeed he was one of 
the fitteſt Men living to undertake it, 
on the Account of his being a com- 
plete Maſter of that Language, as 


well as excellent in that kind of 


Learning. This Work he laboured 
at for a good while; and although 
very heavy, he accompliſhed it, as I 
find by . the original Manuſcript, 
which is now in the Library of the 
Royal Society, ready for the Preſs, if 
any Macenas ſhould have a Mind to 
let it ſee the Light.

A Second Obſervation is, That the

bly proved, by boreing, in the ſame

For a Cloſe of theſe two Years, 
1669 and 1670, I ſhall take Notice 
of an Article which I meet with 
4 among 
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among Mr. Ray's Notes in theſe Years; 
VIS. October the 14th, 1669. e 
rode to fee the famous Fir- trees, ſome 
two Miles and a Half diſtant from 
Newport, in a Village called Ware- 
ton {in Shropſhire) in the Band of 
Mr. Skrimſhaw. There are of them 
Thirty-frve in Number, very tall and 
rait, without any Boughs, till to- 
wards the Top. The greateſt, and 
which ſzems to have been the Mother 
of the reſt, we found, by Meaſure, 
to be Fourteen Feet and an balf 
round the Body, and they ſay Fifty- 
fix Yards high; which to me ſeemed 
not incredible. The Tenant's Name 
of the Houſe, cloſe by theſe Fir-trees, 
is Fir-child, who/e Anceſtors have been 
Tenants to it for many Generations.

For he was a Man whom God had 
bleſſed with a very plentiful Eſtate, 
and with excellent Parts, capable of 
making him uſeful to the World. And 
accordingly he neglected no Oppor- 
tunity of being ſo. He did not _ 
the Faſhion too much is) depend upon 
his Riches, and ſpend his Time in 
Sloth, or Sports, idle Company-keep- 
ing, and Luxury; but practiſing what 
was laudable and good, what might

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be 1 Service. to Mankind. And 


among other, virtuous Employments, 
one he much. delighted in was the 
ſearching after, and deſcribing of, 
Animals (Birds, Beaſts, Fiſhes, — 
Tnſe&s ), which Province he had taken 
for his Taſk, as Mr. Ray had that of 
Plants. And in theſe Matters he 
was a great Maſter, as he was alſo in 
Plants, Foſſils, and, in ſhort, the whole 
Hiſtory of Wature; to which I may 
add that of Coins, and moſt other 
curious Parts of Learning.

the Purſuit and Acqueſt of this 

Knowledge he ſtuck neither at any 
Labour or Coſt. Noble Monuments | 
of which he lett behind him, in thoſe 
poſthumous Pieces which Mr. Ray. 
afterwards publiſhed; of which I

There 
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There being the greateſt Intimacy 
and Friendſhip contracted between 
Mr. Willugbby and Mr. Ray, from 
the Time of their being Fellow- 
Collegians at TZrmity-College, Mr. 
Willughby, therefore, not only con- 
fided in Mr. Ray in his Life time; 
but at his Death alſo, leaving him 
one of the five Executors of his Will ; 
Sir Thomas Wendy, Mr. B OR 
Mr. Philip Skippon (afterwards Sir 
_ Philip), and Mr. Feſſop, being the 
other Four. And, as a ſpecial Mark 
of his Friendſhip and Confidence, 
he left Mr. Ray Sixty Pounds a Year 
during his Life, and charged him 
with the Care of the Education of 
his Sons, Francis and Thomas, the 
| elder of which, dying before he came 
of Age, the younger became Lord 
Middleton. Theſe two Gentlemen 
being then very young (the eldeſt 
not Four Years of Age), Mr. Kay, as

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a. faithful Truſtee, betook, himſelf to 
the Inftruction of them; and Mrs, 
Ray herſelf alſo (after their Marriage) 
was an Aſſiſtant. in this Matter, ſhe

Bor the Sake and Service of theſe 
two young Gentlemen, Mr. Ray com- 
poſed his Vomenclator Claſſicus, which 
was firft publiſhed in this very Year 
1672. And the Reaſon why he 
compoſed this Book, when many 
others were extant, was becauſe there 
were Multitudes of Errors in all No- 

menclatures then in Uſe, eſpecially 
in the Names of Animals and Plants, 
And as he was the beft able of- any 
Man living to aſſign the true Mean- 
ing of both the Latin and Greek 
Names, ſo it was a very uſeful and 
valuable Taſk he undertook ;. ſervice- 
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able, not only to School-boys, but 
to the Amendment of our Diction- 
aries and Lexicons, as may be ſeen 
in ſome of the beſt of them that have 
been publiſhed ſince that Time. In : 
moſt of which, I obſerve, that they 
make Uſe of the Significations of 
Words aſſigned by Mr. Y/llughby 
and Mr. Ray (which ſcarce ever was 
done before by the old Grammarians); 
but yet ſometimes they cannot forbear 
approving of the old Signification, 


which inveterate Cuſtom hath made 
familiar to them. 


Having this Truſt repoſed in him, 
Mr. Ray was forced to lay afide the 
Thoughts he had of another Weſtern

"Not many Months after the Death 
of Mr. FWillughby, Mr. Ray loſt an- 
other of his beſt Friends, Biſhop Wil- 
Eins; whom he viſited in London, on 
November the 18th, 1672, and found 
him near Death, by a total Suppreſ- 
Gon of Urine for Eight Days; and 
the next Mornin o, November the 19th, 
about Four of the Clock, that great 
Man died, to Mr. Ray 8 unſpeakable 
Loſs and Grief, as he expreſſeth it.

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| Mr. Ray having thus loſt ſome of 
his beſt Friends, and being in a Man- 
ner left deſtitute, began to have 
Thoughts of Marriage, having met 
with a young Gentlewoman (then in 
the Family he was in) of about Twenty 
Years of Age; whoſe Piety, Diſcre- 
tion, and Virtues, recommended her 
to him, as well as her Perſon. Her 
Name was Margaret, the Daughter 
of Mr. John Oakeley, of Launton in 
Oxfordſhire, a Gentleman of a younger 
Branch of a Family of that Name in 
Shropſhire, They were married in 
Middleton Church, on June the 5th 
1673, by the Reverend Mr. Antro-

Towards the latter End of this 
Year 1673, Mr. Ray's Obſervations

| "Aur che ſame Time alſo was 
publiſhed, his Collection of unuſual, 
er local Engliſh Words; which he 
had gathered up in his Travels thro' 
the Counties of England. And the 
Reaſon why he publiſhed them was, 
not barely becauſe it was a new Sub- 
ject, that might amuſe the Curious, 
but alſo be of good Uſe to Strangers 
that ſhould have Occaſion to viſit 
thoſe Parts, or have Dealings there. 
And to make this Book the more 
acceptable to the Buyers, as well 
as a little more bulky, he added 
to the Firſt Edition, a Catalogue 
of - Exgliſh Birds and Fiſhes, and 
the Way of Imekting and Refining 
— dach 
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ſuch Metals and Minerals as England 
doth produce. But the Birds and 
Fiſhes. were left out in the Second 


Edition of this Book, in the Year 
1691, by reaſon the Catalogue was 
imperfect, and becauſe Mr. Ray had 
not only publiſhed a better Account 
of thoſe Animals, but alſo intended 
to draw up a methodical Synopſis of 
all the Ernghib Animals, together 
with the Foſſils. Unto which uſe- 
ful Undertaking he was ſolicited by 
ſome of his learned Friends, parti- 
cularly Dr. Tancred Robinſon, 


In the Year 1674 following, Mr. 
Oldenburgh, the Secretary of the Royal 
Society (who had for ſome Time in- 
termitted the Correſpondence which 
he before had with Mr. Ray), began 
now to renew it again, by Letters 
ſent almoſt every Month. He was a 
yery diligent Secretary, and laboured

very heartily to keep up the Society's 
Correſpoiidence, and get all the In- 
formation he could about curious Mat- 
ters, from all Perſons that he knew, 
or heard, were able to furniſh him 
with any. And the better to ac- 
compliſh his Ends, he would ſend 
his ingenious Correſpondents an Ac- 
count of Matters that came to his 
Knowledge, as well as expect a plen- 
tiful Return from them.

But the principal Book- 
ſeller, being at that time in a very ill 
State of Health, and both he and 
his Partner dying not long after, the 
Book with its Additions were laid 
aſide, until the Right of Mr. Ray's 
Copies came into Mr. Iumys's Hands;

As to the Additions which Mr. 
Ray made to this, and indeed moſt 
of his other Books, the chief Reaſon

Ulcers i in his Legs, be choſe rather

| Soon after theſe Theolo gical Pieces 
were . the Snopes Metho- 


aica 
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daica Animalium RQuadrupedum, &cc. 
was ready for the Preſs, and ſent to 
London, and given to the Printers in 
January 1692, and by them finiſned 
in June following, 1693. For the 
writing of which Hiſtory the World 
is obliged to the often before com- 
mended Dr. Tancred Robinſon, who, 
well knowing Mr. Ray's great Abili- 
ties, and how acceptable and ſervice- 
able his Synopſis of Plants, and his 
Method of Birds and Fiſhes had been, 
thought a Synopſis Methodica of all 
Animals, and indeed of Faſſils, and 
in ſhort of all Nature, would be of 
very g:eat Uſe; and therefore he put 
him upon this Work. But a Synopſis 
of this Amplitude being too operoſe 
for one Time, and ſuch as would 
make a Volume much too bulky for 
the Pocket, Mr. Ray therefore firſt 
ſet upon the Quadrupeds and Ser- 
ww Tribe: And having diſpatched . 
a that, 
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that, he ſet about a Synopfis of Birds 
and Fiſhes; which havin g likewiſe 
diſpatched, he ſent it to Dr. Tancred 
Robinſon, on February the 29th, 
1693-4, who took all poſſible Care 
to have it ſpeedily printed, which 
was faithfully promiſed ; but, either 
by the Sloth or Careleſsneſs of the 
Bookſellers, who had gotten the Copy, 
and had paid but a ſmall matter for 
it, or for what other Reaſons is un- 
certain, they could not be prevailed 
upon to print it, notwithſtanding 
Threats, as well as Intreaties and 
Perſuaſions, were uſed to induce them 
to it. And ſo it lay ſuppreſſed for 
many Years, inſomuch as the Copy 
was thought to have been deſtroyed 
or loſt, But after Mr. Ray's Death, 
Mr. Innys (who had purchaſed thoſe 
Bookſellers Stock) happening to find 
the Copy among a great Parcel of 
other . put it into my Hands, 


and 
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and I ſoon got it into the Preſs, and 
had it publiſhed in the Beginning of 
the Year 1713. 


In this Synopſes, Mr. Ray. added 
many Species of Birds and Fiſhes, 
which were omitted in Mr. Vil- 
lugbby's Hiſtories of them, and much 
reformed the Method of the F:/hes. 
The Additions were chicfly the Birds 
of Mexico; and the Birds and Fiſhes 
of India, Spitzberg, Famaica, and 
thoſe in the Leyden Library; and 
laſtly the 7/hale kind about Scotland.

When Mr, Ray had diſpatched his 
5 rynopfis Methodica Avium & PI 
cium, he thought he had finiſhed his

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Labours, and began to be much 


pleaſed with the Thoughts of it: 
But at the ſame Time Nauwalff s 
Travels were thought worthy of be- 
ing tranſlated into Engliſb, and printed. 
The Occafion of which was, That

well as curious Traveller, and having 
written his Travels in High Durch, 
and his Book being grown very ſcarce, 
Sir Hans Sloane, Captain Hatton, 
and ſome other conſiderable Virtuo- 
ſos, procured the Book from the 
Royal Society (tew beſides having it), 
and got Mr. Staphorſt to tranſlate it 
into Engliſb.

And accordingly Mr. Ray drew up 
ſuch a Catalogue for the Purpoſe, 
vis. of Gretian and Syrian Plants, 
and thoſe of Egypt and Crete. Which, 
with Rauwolf's Travels, and ſome 


other ſcarce and curious Tracts, were 
printed in 1693. 


Having mentioned this Catalogue 
of foreign Plants, it reminds me to 
take Notice next of his Syp/loge Stir- 
pium Europearum extra Britanniam, 
which he wrote about this Time. 
The Occaſion of which was this: 
His Catalogus Stirpium in exteris Re- 
gionibus, &c. being out of Print, the 
Bookſellers were very preſſing for an- 
other Edition, with Improvements; 
which Mr. Ray was minded to gratify 
them in; and therefore to the Vege- 
tables which he had himſelf obſerved,

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he added others that he had omitted 
in the Places through which he had 
travelled. But his learned Friend 
Dr. Tancred Robin/an, not content 
herewith, perſuaded him to make it 


more complete and uſeful, by taking 
in the Vegetables of all Europe, 
growing out of Britain, and of all 
other Parts, except India and Ame- 
rica: By which means Travellers, or 
others, might know what Vegetables 
they might expect in all Places where 
they ſhould come. 


This Book was publiſhed in the 
Year 1694. About two Years be- 
fore which Rivinus publiſhed his In- 
troduction, and preſented Mr. Ray 
with it; and therein makes Uſe of 
a different Method from Mr, Ray's. 


And this Sy/loge being the next Thing 
which Mr. Ray publiſhed, he took 
Occaſion in the Preface to examine

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Ravinus his Method, and hiewed the 
Deficiencies of it. Which Rivinus 
ſoon anſwered -in M cvember follow 
ing, in a printed Letter to Mr. Ray; 
wherein he uſeth great Complaiſance 
and Civility to Mr. Ray in Appear- | 
ance, but could not forbear giving 
him now and then ſome angry Strokes, - 
and too ſuperciliouſly and contemp- 
tuouſly runs down Mr. Ray's, and 
endeavours to eſtabliſh his own Me- 
thod. Which Uſage Mr. Ray ſhewed 
ſome gentle Reſentment of, in a 
Reply he made to Rivinus his Letter; 
which was printed in 1696, together 
with a Diſſertation concerning Me- 
thod, in which he examines Monſieur 
— s, as well as Rivinus his 
Method; who, in his Elements of 
Botany, took frequent Occaſion to 
carp at and run down Mr. Ray's 
Method. But, in the Opinion of 
better Judges than myſelf, Mr. Ray

But this contentious Way of Writ- 
ing was by no means agreeable to 
Mr. Ray's ſweet and peaceable Na- 
ture, who, as he loved all Men, ſo 
deſired to be at perfect Peace and 
Unity with All; and his Uneaſineſs 
on this Account, I find in ſeveral 
of his Letters to his Friends, wherein

Tournefort, occaſioned Mrs Ray: to 
review and amend. his own'Method;: 
And accordingly he drew it .up in a 
more complete Form than he had 
done in his old Mer hodus Plantarumi | 
which was publiſhed in 1682, or 
than he had made uſe of in his H. ſ- 


toria P lantarum. 


This new reformed Method he 
finiſhed in the Year 1698, notwith- 
ſtanding, at the ſame time, he was 
grievouſly vexed with a continual 
Diarrhea, and very painful Ulcers in 
his Legs, which eat deep into the 
Fleſh, and kept him waking whole 
Nights, By which means he was fo 
diſabled from going to London, or 
any where among the Phyfic-Gardens ' 
(which was abfolutely neceffary to 
the perfecting his Merhodus nova that 
he tells Dr, Tancred Robinſon, in a 

Letter 
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Letter of September the zoth 1698, 
he could not ſo much as wall into the 
niightouring Fields, &c. 


This Book, althou oh finiſhed in 
1698, could not be printed without 
Difficulty in Four or Five Years 
after, For the London Bookſellers 
were unwilling to undertake it, ſo 
that Mr. Ray was forced to conſult 
his learned Friend Dr. Horton, the 
Botanic Profeſſor of Leyden, about 
itz who, with all Readineſs, under- 
took to have it printed in Holland; 
and was ſo earneſt to get the Copy 
over, that I find many importunate 
Letters from him to Mr. Ray about 
it. And at laſt having received the 
Copy, he got the Yagaſbergs of Am- 
fterdam to undertake it, who printed 
1100 Copies at Leyden (where Dr, 
Horton lived) that he might ſuperviſe 
the Preds, 


The 
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The Printers finiſhed their Taſk, 
in 1703 ; and the IP aaſberg s (think-- 
ing it for their Intereſt) had it aid in 
the Title-page, that it was printed at 
London, for Smith and Walford, 
(who uſed to print Mr. Ray's Things). 
and deſired Mr. Ray's Leave to lay 7 
ſo; but he refuſed his Conſent, it 
being a manifeſt Falſhood. How- 
ever, they did it without his Leave, 
pleading it to be their Right, and 
that it was cuſtomary among the 
Printers to ſay what they thought 


would be for their Intereſt in ſuch 
Caſes. 


This Book was much approved of 
among the Foreigners, and Mr. Rays 
Method was much taught by ſome 
of the moſt eminent Profeſſors abroad, 
particularly Dr. Hotton himſelf, as 


he tells Mr. Ray in ſome of his Let- 
ters.

began my Journey from 
Cambridge, and rode that 
Night to Wortbampton, 31 Miles. 

At Higham Ferrers I took Notice of 

a great antient Stone Building, which 
they call the College. Northampton 
is an old Town, but indifferently

Great Plenty of Cab- 
bage, and Roots, and Onions, and 
the like, are planted near this Town, 


Auguſt the roth, I vavelied-from 
Moribampton to Warwick, by the 


Way patling through Daventry, 8 
Miles diftant; and in ſight of Hol- 
denby- Houſe, which was a very ſtately 
Pile of Building, and a pleaſant Si- 
tuation; and then by Shuckborowgh,' 
where lives an ancient Family of that 


Name, 
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Name. Hereabout are found Star- 
Stones, but I was not then adviſed 
of it. This Place may be feen at 
the leaſt 20 Miles (I think) every 5 
Way; ſtanding on an high Hill, in 
the midſt of a Level. At Mar wic 
I ftaid ſeveral Days, and lodged at 
Sir Henry Newton's at the Priory; 
and in the mean time went to St. 
Mary's, the principal Church, from 
the Steeple whereof I had a Profpect 
of the Town, which, for the Big- 
neſs of it, is good and neat, well 
built, and pleaſantly fituate, the Body 
of it in Form of a Croſs, as moſt 
old Fowns are. In the Church is a 
very handſome Choir, wherein they 
receive the Communion; a large 
Chapel, in which is a goodly braſs 
Monument of one of the BeauchamPps, 
who ſerved King Henry VI. in the 
French Wars; alſo the Monument 
of the famous Robert Dudley, Earl 
of 
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af Leiceſtor; and in a little round 
Place like a Chapter Houſe, a mar- 
ble Monument of {6) Sir Fulle Gre- 
vile s, inſeribed, Fulle Grevile, Ser- 
uant to Queen Elizabeth, Counſellor 
to King james, and Friend to Sir 
Philip Sidney. I went then to ſee 
the Caſtle belonging to my Lord 
Brooks, who then lived in it, and 
was in a Conſumption, and is ſince 
dead. There are two noted Towers, 
one called Julius Cefar's Tower, and 
another which ſtands higher, called 
Guy's Tower, which we aſcended, 
and from thence had a Proſpect of 
the Country round about, where we. 
noted Kineton and Killingworth Caſ-

I neglected to ſee the Rib of the 
Dun Cow, and Guy's Sword. I rode 
out a Mile or more from the Town, 
to ſee Guy's Clhff, an Houſe fo called, 
on the Bank of the River Avon, 
where then my Lord Balting/aſs did 
live. There I ſaw a little Chapel or 
Chauntry, wherein was Guy's Statue, 
in the juſt Dimenſion, and a ſmall 
Grot in the Rock, which they call 
Guy's Cave, in which he is reported 
to have ſhut himſelf up, and done 
Penance. Here are Butteries and 
Cellars cut out of the living Rock. 
During my Abode at the Priory, I 
viſited Sir Simom Archer, who lived 
then in Yarwick; at whoſe Houſe I 
law many Rarities, eſpecially many 
Pieces of turned Work in Ivory, in- 
credibly ſmall and curious; alſo a 
Letter Patent of Kin g William I. a 
Letter of the Pope, with a leaden 
| 2 Seal, 
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Seal, to grant Liberty to one Archer 
to build a Chapel; a plenary In- 
dulgence to another of that Name 
by Pope Boniface IX. On one Side 
of the Seal, written in Capital Let- 
ters, Boniracius VIII. on the 
other Side were two Faces looking 
one towards another, and above theſe 
Letters 8. P. A. 8. P. E. 1. e. St. 
Paulus, St. Petrus. The like Seal 
and Inſeription on the fore- mentioned 
Grant. Alſo a Patent of Edward 
HI. for free Warren to another of 
the Name of Archer, with a Seal; 
on the one Side of which was the 
Figure of the King on Horſe-back, 
on the other he was repreſented fit- 
ting on his Throne. 


Auguſt the 1 8th, I departed from 
the Priory, and rode through Coven- 
try to Afbby-de-la-Zouch. Coven- 
Ty is a well built City, and has a 


very 
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very beautiful Market-Croſs, and one 
large Church. The Story of the 
Lady Godeva, who rode naked thro” 
this Town, may be had at large in 
Dugdale's Deſcription of Harwick- 
Hire, and indeed whatever is remark- 
able, or worth noting in the whole 
County. At Abby I {aw the Earl 
of Huntingdon's Houle, now almoſt 
quite ruined ; this was the principal 
Strength of the Garriſon at Aſbby. 
Thence, the next Day, I paſſed on 
through Derby to Ajbbrra in the 
Peak. Derby is a large Town, but 
meanly built; there hc been in it 
five r t but ſome of them are 
decayed, and ready to drop down. 
Here I was told, by a Countryman, 
that there is a Pool on the Top of a 
Mountain, reported bottomleſs, near 
Leek, named Blackmeer. In my 
Journey this Day, I ſaw ſome Coal- 
Pits about two Miles from Aſbby,

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and paſſed the River Trent at Swar- 
en Bridge, where is a Cauſſey croſs 
the Meadows about Half a Mile long, 
that deſerves to be remembred, caſt 
up with abundance of Pains and

zurn, where is a very fair Church; 


built Cathedral-wiſe. 


Auguſt the 2oth, I lodged at 
Buxton or Buck/tone, and that Night 
entered Pool's Hole, which is about 
Half a Mile diſtant from thence. The 
Bottom of this Hole is all very un- 
even and ſlippery, and ſomewhat 
dangerous to walk in. The Water 
therein dropping from the Top, pe- 


trifies into a White crumbling Stone, 
ſomewhat like Alabaſter, and where- 
ever there is a Drop of Water diſ- 
tilling conſtantly from the 'Top, there

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is under it a Pillar of Stone, which by 
Degrees riſes higher and higher, and 
will at laſt, doubtleſs, come to touch 
the very Top. One of theſe Pillars, 
more large and remarkable than the 
reſt, they call the Font, for its Like= 
neſs; for they have all of them a 
Cavity in the Head, containing * 
good Quantity of Water, into which 
the Drops fall. The Water entire 
petrifies not, but there be in it Atoms 
of Stone diſſolved and ſwimming, as 
do the Parts of a Metal diſſolved in 
a convenient Menſtruum; with theſe, 
whether the Water being over- 
charged, doth precipitate or let go 
ſome, or whether by Adheſion or 
fimilary Attraction, ſome of them 
leave the Water, and ſtick to others 
till at laſt they compound a great 
Maſs ? For as common or Rain Wa- 
ter, falling upon a Stone, doth con- 
tinually carry away ſome inſenſible

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Runentu of Ntorms of it, which pro- 
bably are ſuſtained by the Water as 
by a convenient Menſtruum, 10 here 
the Water, being friore than ſated or 
inpregnated with lapideous Atoms, 


falling upon a Stone, doth continually 
let fome go, which, being of the 


fame Nature, -adhere to the Stone, 
and augment its Bulk. In the rude 
Rock, there be ſome Stones which 
imitate a Bacon-Flitch, ſome a Lion, 
pc. which they call by thoſe Names. 
There is in it a Place which they call 
the Queen's Pillar, becauſe Mary 
Queen of Scots went in ſo far; be- 
yond which it is not eaſy to go with- 
out climbing on your Hands and 
Knees. Sometimes, in a rainy Win- 
ter, this Cave at the Bottom is full 

of Water, which guſheth out in 
great Plenty at the Mouth of it. At 
"Buxton I faw and felt the Water in 
the . which 1 is nothing near

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ſo hot as the Waters at Barbi: Hete- 
about are very many hot Springs, and 
ſome cold ones near them, but not 
any that I eould · find fo near as is 
reported; vis. that you might put 
your Thumb into one, and your 
Finger into another; I think there- 
about be as many, and poſſibly | ſome 
as hot Springs as any at the Barh. 
Underneath the Earth 1s nothing but 
Limeſtone. Here is a Well called 
St. Anne's of Buckftone, a warm 
Sprin g which they drink, and fancy 
that it cures all Difeaſes. On the 
mooriſh Hills, and in the Paſtures 
hereabout, I firſt obſerved Alcbimilla, 
Muſcus clavatus, five Lycopodium 
Erica baccifera fructu nigro, Vicci- 
nia rubra, Vitis Idæa thymi folis, 
M uſcus erectus abietiformis.

Auguſt the 2 0 3 1 to a 
Place called 77 eeding Well, where 
there is ſhewn a little Well, which, 
they will tell you, ſometimes ebbs 
and flows three times in an Hour, 
but i in theſe dry Summers hath quite 
ceaſed. Thence I: went to Elden- 
Hole, which may. be, for aught I 
know, for Depth, ſuch as is reported: 
If you caſt a Stone into it, after a 
while you ſhall hear the N 8 of it 
ſtriking againſt the Sides to and again. 
They tell a Story of Sir Thomas Ca- 
vendli E endeavouring to fathom it, 
and of a Stone that ſticks out in it 
on one Side about Fourſcore F athoms 
down; it lies open without any Fence 
or Rail. ſo that it is eaſy for Cattle 
to fall into it. Hence I went to 
Mamnme Torr, which is an high Moun- 


tain 
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tain broken on one Side, of 'which 
the Tradition is, 'that the Earth con- 
tinually falls down, yet is not the 
Hill any thing diminiſhed, nor the 
Heaps of Earth below at all en- 
creaſed. I got as near as I could to 
the broken Side, but could not hear 
or ſee any ſuch running down of the 
Earth; when there is Rain, the Wa- 
ter running down waſheth away with 
ie much of the Hill. I was inform- 
ed, that on the Top of this Moun- 
tain is an antient Roman Camp, en- 
compaſſed with a double Trench, 
whereabouts are ſometimes found 
Store of antient Roman Medals. 
Hence I went the ſame Day to Ca 


tleton, when I entered that great and 
famous Specus or Cave, called the 
Devil's A—; which is of a marvel- 
ous Breadth at the Mouth, and wider 
(they ſay) than any artificial Arch 
now to be ſeen: Within the Entrance 

13 are 
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are two or three Cottages where poor 
People live. I went in as far as the 
fiuſt Water, which is not far, which, 
if you paſs, they ſay you meet with 
a Second, which likewiſe may be 
paſſod, and then you come to a 
Third, where the Water and the Top 
meet. Upon the Mountain, juſt 
above this Hole, ſtands an old Caſ- 
the, from whence the adjoining Town 
took its Name.

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Hilk, and paſſing many Uneyenneſ- 
les, 1 proceeded as far as Dichly, in eh 
the Way to Mancheſter, which is a 
large and a very neat Town. Here 
I took Notice of the College, and 
the new Library, which they had 
furniſhed with uſeful and bes 
Books. I faw the Free-School and 
the Church, from the Steeple of 
which I had a Proſpect of the Town. 
Accompanied with Mr. Birch, the 
School-Maſter, I went to ſee the 
Place, where of old had been (I 
think) a Roman F ortification, which 
they there call the Caſtle; it is a 
Mile or more from the Town: The 
Area thereof is large. Near this 
Spot I faw a little Houſe cut out of

Auguſt the 24th, I directed my 
Courſe towards Vorth Wales, and 
that Night lay at Vet Chefter. I 
paſſed through Morthuych, where I 
ſaw the Manner of making Salt. 
The Brine Pit, or Salt Spring, is 
near to the Bank of the River, thence 
they pump up the Water, which is 
by Troughs conveyed into the Pans, 
where it is evaporated by boiling. 
The Salt, after its cryſtallizing, falls 
down to the Bottom, and they take 
it out by wooden Scummers, and 
put it in Frails, and ſet it in a warm 
Room behind the Furnace, to drain 
and dry. The Salt is very white; I 
did not enquire whether they made 
uſe of Ox's Blood, as they do who 


make 
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make Salt of Sea Water. The City 
of Cheſter is large and indifferently 
fair. It hath one Peculiarity Which 
no other Town hath, that I have 
ſeen in England: That is the Rows 
(as they call them) or Cloiſters on 
each Side of all the confiderable 
Streets in the Town, in which one 
may walk the Streets under Cover in 
the dry, in the moſt rainy and wet 
Weather. The Town is well walled 
about ; the- Cathedral built of a red 
{andy Stone, which fufters much by 
the Weather. It hath little Beauty 
within or without. There is like- 


wiſe a Cafile held by a ſmall Garri- 
ſon, wherein the Aſſizes are kept. 


Auguſt the 25th; From Cheſter 
I rode over the Sands as far as Flint 
Cafile, which ſtands upon the Sea, 
but is now almoſt quite fallen down; 
thence to Haliwell, where I faw and 


drank 
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— the ſo much famed Water 
af St. M iniſred s Hell, which 1 
Ene. not ham to. diſtinguiſh from 
camman Water.

will tell you Stories enough, very 
confidently and circumftantially, of 
lately done miraculous Cures by the 
Ule thereof: But I have learned that 
to diſtruſt is Mer uus Sapientie.

The Roof 
within, covered with Wood, hath been 
curiouſly gilded; and round about 
on the Sides, underneath the Root, 
are artificially carved many Species of

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Animals, both Beaſts and Birds. In 
the Time of the late Wars this 
Church was made a Garriſon, and 
held for the King: When it was 
taken by the Parliament, one of the 
Town Soldiers, affrighted, got up to 
the Top of the Church above the 
Wood-work wherewith it is covered, 
and walked along, till he came to a 
Place where wanted a Board, there, 
whether caſually ſlipping down, or 
voluntarily (or being aftonied by

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By the Way we obſerved, that gene- 
rally all along the Ridges of their 
Houſes and the Corners (which Houſes 
are covered with Thatch of Straw or 
Reed, and the Ridges and Corners 
made up with Clay) they plant Houſe- 
leck in great Plenty, whether for 
Ornament or Uſe we did not enquire. 
At Hirkton, a Village near Boſton, 
there is (which Camden alſo taketh 
Notice of) a very fair Church, built 
Cathedral-wiſe. This Town gives 
Original and Name to that Sort of 
Apples which are called at Cambridge, 
corruptly Girton Pippins, of a very 
pleaſant Taſte. It's truly obſerved 
by Camden, that in Holland in Lin- 
colnſhire, and generally in all the 
Fen Countries, the Churches are 
very fair, and built of Stone, though 


the Country thereabouts, for many 
Miles, ſcarce affords a Pebble.

The Town for that Country is large, 
populous, and hath a good Trade.

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July the 29th, We rode from 
Boſton through Lincoln, to a Place 
called the Spittle, 34 Miles. By the 
Way we paſſed Taterſball, where 
there is a Caſtle belonging to the 
Earl of Lincoln. This, of a Market- 
Town, is the meaneſt that I have 
ſeen in the South of Erng/and., In 
Taterſhall Park we firſt diſcovered 
Pneumonantbe, which afterwards, on 
many heathy Grounds, we found 
both in Lincolnſhire and Yorkſhire. 
We paſſed very bad Ways, and had: 
like to have been laid faſt in a Place; 
called my Lady's Hole, in a rotten 
marſhy Ground near Tupham- Abbey. 
As we proceeded towards Lincoln, 
we ſaw, on the left Hand, the Ruins 
of Bardney- Abbey ; and on the Right 
of Berlins we paſſed over a great 
Water, at a Place called the ſhort 
Ferry. At Lincoln we viewed the 
Cathedral, which is, indeed, a very 


beau- 
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beautiful Building, with 2 double 
_ Groſs We aſcended one of the 
Stesples, of which the Church hath 
Three; one wbereof hath in it five 
Bells, the Second ſix, the Third only 
Tam. The Choriſters in this Church 
had no Sutpliges, but only Gowns 
with Capes faced with Lamb-ſkin. 
We ſaw the great Bell juſt mentioned, 
called great Tomi of Lincoln, caſt in 
the Year 1610. Here we found it 
true, minuumt praſentia famanm. 
From this Steeple we had a Proſpect 
| of the City, which now conſifts only 
of one long Street. It is a mean 
and poor Place; not well built; of 
little Trade; many of the Churches 
fallen down; of nd Strength.

which one would ſuſpect ſhould, in

It is 
built in Form of a Cathedral, and 
hath, according to the Statute, a Suf- 
fragan Biſhop. Every one that is 
buried here, gives Five Shillings and 
Six-pence towards the Repair of the 
Church.

This Building conſiſts of a 
Chapel, two Rows of Chambers be- 
low Stairs for the Siſters, and two 
Rooms above Stairs, one very fair,

ThłE Boat is c 
over with the ſame it is made of, 
excepting one Hole wherein he ſits, 
juſt fitted to his Bady; ſo that when 
he ſits in it, his Legs, and lower 
Part, are under Cover or Deck the 
Boat is thus contrived, that when it 
ſhall be plunged by a Wave, it may 
Tie again, no Water getting into it. 
This was the ſame individual Canoe 
that was taken, with all its Furniturr 
or Remex, Anno 161 3,. in the Sea, 
by Andrew Barker of Hull. The 
Groenlamder taken, refuſed to eat, 
and died with Hunger and Sullen- 
neſs, in the Space of three Days. A 
great Whale-bone lies at the Door af 
the Trinity-Houſje, We ſaw the 
Water-houſe, which fturnifheth the 
whole Town with freſh Water. The 
Water is drawn up by Horſes into 
two Ciſterns, by a Device which 1 

had not — obſerved. We viewed 
8 alſo 
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alſo the Free-School, over which are 
two Rooms; one, in which the 
Merchants ivy their Feaſts, another 
with Seats, wherein they meet to 
confer. The Town is governed by 
a Mayor and 12 Aldermen. The 
Mayor hath a large Mace borne be- 
fore him on Feſtival Days, and a Cap 
of Maintenance, and a ſmall Mace 
for ordinary Days; alſo two Swords, 
the leſſer given by King Richard II. 
the larger by Henry VIII. but one 
borne at a Time. There is alſo a 
ſmall Mace for the Water-Bailift ; alſo 
another little one called the Bh 
wipe, which they uſe in parting of 
Frays, and he that draws Blood of 
another forfeits a Noble to the 
Mayoreſs. Beſides theſe, is a wooden 
Enhgn like a Knife, called the Aa- 
miralty Mace, with which the Yater- 
Serjeant arreſteth Ships. At the 


Mayor's Houſe is kept a fair Cup- 
board 


f 
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board of public Plate belonging to 
the Town. The principal Com- 
modities (exported at leaſt) wherein 
the Town's Trade conſiſts, are Lead, 
brought hither out of Derbyſhire, 
and Cloth for Sails. This Town 
furniſheth the greateſt Part of York- 
ſhire, and the adjoining Countries 
with Wines. We ſaw a public Build- 
ing near the River Hull, which they 
call the Exchange. On the further 
Side of the River Hull ſtand three 
Forts; one called the Vorth-Block- 
houſe, the middle-moſt the Caſtle, 
and the third the South-B lackhouſe, 
all three garriſoned with Soldiers, 
and built of Brick. The Sour 
Blockbouſe, which commands the 
Humber, is in good Repair, the 
other two ſomewhat decayed. On 
the Tops of the Walls of this laſt, 
we obſerved the common Pink grow- 
ing in great Plenty. King Henry 
L ; VIII. 
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VIII. his Houſe, called the Manor, 
is now the Magazine. Hull is noted 
for good Ale. The Town of Hull 
was (they ſay) of old Time, a ſmall 
Village called Wite, till the Mer- 
chants, leaving the Spurne or Sprun, 
which is the utmoſt Point of Holder- 
neſs,” upon the Sea, becauſe the Sea 
daily encroached upon their 'Town 
there, came and ſeated themſelves here, 
twenty Miles higher up the Humber: 
Thence came Hull to its Growth and 
Riches. The Governor of the Town, 
at our being there, was the Lord 
Bellaſis. There is an old Saying,

The 
Seats in the Choir were canopied over 
with very good carved Wood-Work 
with little Statues, which are now 
taken away. In the Church are ſeve- 
ral Monuments of the Piercies of 
Northumberland, the Earls whereof 
have added a little Chapel to the 
Choir, in the Window whereof are 
the Pictures of divers of that Family, 
curiouſly painted in the Glaſs.

Hence of old the Inhabitants of Bever= 
 tey pay no Toll or Cuſtom in any City, 
Town, or Port in England.

{whoſe Names they could not tell 
us), were buried there. Theſe Vir- 
ins gave to the Town of B everley 
a Piece of- Land, into which any 
Freeman of the Town may put three

ho _ 
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Milch Kine from Lady-Day to 
Michaelmas. At the lower End of 
the Body of the Church ſtands a very 
large and fair Font of Agate Stone. 
This Town is large and long; hath 
a ſpacious and handſome Market- 
place: There have been antiently in 
it four Churches, ſome of them now 
fallen into Decay. It is governed by 
a Mayor and 12 Aldermen. Here is 
the Seat of the Family of the Gees, 
whoſe Monuments we ſaw in the 
Church. The principal Church of 
the Tov is St. Mary's, built Cathe- 
dral-wiſe. In the Year 1528, the 
Steeple fell down, in the Time. of 
Divine Service, and beat down Part 
of the Church, and ſle and wounded 
divers Men, Women, and Children.

At Pontefract, a large Town, we 
ſaw the Ruins of that noted Caſ- 
tle (4) there, which, though built 
upon a firm Rock, is ſo utterly 
demoliſhed from the Foundation, 
that there is little or nothing 
of the Walls remaining. We ſaw 
the Free-School, but a mean Build- 
ing. In Dr. Johnſon's Garden we 
found divers Plants which were new 
to us, Vis. Solidago Saracenica, a

We 
paſſed alſo the River Calder at Med- 
ley-Bridge. By the Way we had a 
Proſpect of Leadfton-Hall, belonging 
to Sir John Lewis, and another great 
Houſe of the Blands on the Right 
Hand. Then we rode through a 
Buſbet, or Common, called Rodwell 
Hate, two Miles from Leeds, where 
{according to the vulgar Tradition) 
was once found a Stag, with a Ring 
of Braſs about its Neck, having this 
Inſcription, 


When Julius Cæſar here was King, 
About my Neck he put this Ring: 
Wheſeever doth me take, | 


Let me go for Cæſar's Sake. 


Thence we had a Proſpect of the Red 
Hall at 1hitkirk, belonging to Sir 
| Arthur 
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Arthur Ingrame, where King James 
was ſaid to be begotten. At Leeds (a 
large and rich Town, which hath a 
great Trade for Cloathing) we ſaw 
the new Church, which had been 
lately built by one Harriſen, at his 
ſole Charges, without accepting ſo 
much-as a Day's Work from any 
Man. This Harriſon, from a poor 
Boy, came to great Eſtate, the moſt 
whereof he beſtowed in building this 
Church, and Alms-Houſes for 30 
poor Perſons, which are near the 
Church. He is much commended 
there for his Juſtice, Temperance, 
and Charity. At Knareſborough, on 
the River /Vid, we ſaw divers me- 
morable Things; as Furſt, St. Ro- 
bert's Chapel, a little Thing having 
an Altar in it, all hewn out of the 
living Rock ; on the Outſide, at the 
Door, is the Statue of St. Nobert, 
cut out of the Rock. The old Wo-

to the King with a Denial, were ſent 


muſt leave off his Devotions and 


he would not attend on him till he 
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man, who in a great meaſure gets 


Chapel, told us many Stories out of 
the Lern of St. Robert e Some of 
which, becauſe we had before heard 
the Story of that Saint, we thought 
fit to commit to writing. Kang 
Fohn, then, when he lived in the 
Caſtle of Knareſborough, ſent once 
for this St. Robert, who happening 
to be at his Devotions in this his 
Chapel, refuſed to go with the Meſ- 
ſengers. The Meſſengers returning 


back again to tell St. Robert, that he 


come to the King, or elſe that he 
would fetch him. St. Nobert ſtill 
refuſing to go, ſent the King an Ear 
of Corn, with theſe Words, That he 


was ſerving Him who made that, and 


unleſs he could make ſuch another, 


had 
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had finiſhed his Devotions. A Se- 
cond Legend of St. Robert is this. 
St. Nobert going to the King, com- 
plained to him that his Deer in the 
Foreſt of Knareſborough did the 
poor Mens Corn much Harm; the 
King merrily aſked him, Why they 
did not pound them? whereupon St. 
Robert catcheth two of the Stags, 
and putteth them into the Pinfold. 
The King wondering at it, aſks him 
what he would defire in Recompence 
for the Poor. The Saint anſwered, 
Only as much Land as he could plow 
round with two Stags, in the Time 
of Divine Service. The King grant- 
ing his Requeſt, he encompaſſed a 
great Quantity of Land, which is 
now in the Occupation of the Sling- 
byes. The Picture of the Plow and 
Bucks is in one of the Church Win- 
dows at Knareſborough. Another 
Legend of this Saint is, that a cer- 


tain 
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tain Fellow feigned himſelf a Cripple; 
had tied up one of his Legs, and 
came to beg ſomething of St. Robert, 
making great Complaint of his Lame- 
neſs and Poverty. St. Nobert, being 
very compaſſionate and charitable, 
faith to him, I have nothing left but 
one Cow, and that give I thee, as 
freely as ever Gop gave it me. 
Whence it is to this Day a Proverb 
among them thereabout, As free as 
St. Robert gave his Cow. 80 ſoon 
as the Fellow took the Cow-by the 
Horn to lead her away, he proved a 
Cripple indeed, and could not let 
down his Leg. The Picture of this 
alſo is in one of the Church Win- 
dows. Sir Henry Sling ſby his Monu- 
ment, built by himſelf before he was 
beheaded, is in this Church of Knares- 
borough. We went to ſee St. Robert's 
Well, about a Mile diſtant from the 
Town. Hence we went to the Drop- 


7 Ping- 
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ping- Mall, fo called, becauſe it falleth 
from a Cliff or Precipice not far from 
the River; it i in the Field a 
good Diſtance the Place, where 
it falls down the high Bank; and 
any other running Water that falls 
down a Precipice might as well be 
called a Dropping-Well. Any dry 
Thing the Water covers over with a 
Cruſt or Bark of Stone; but ſoft, 
ſpongy, and ſucculent Fhings (into 
which it can ſoak and inſinuate itſelf, 
as Moſs,” Green Leaves, Earth, &c. } 
it ſeems to convert into Stone, or at 
leaft, the Water petrifying in the

Auguf ahe 5th, We went to 1 
Spaw at Herrigate, and drank of the 
Water, It is not unpleaſant to the 
Taſte, ſomewhat acid and vitriolick: 
Galls turn it into a dark Blue, ſome- 
what 
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what purpliſh: It works chiefly 
Urine. Then we viſited the Stulpbur- 
Mell, whoſe Water, though it be 
pellucid enough, yet ſtinks noiſomely 
like rotten Eggs, or Sulphur aura- 
tum diaphoreticum. It taftes very 
Salt, and upon Evaporation (as we 
were told) leaves behind a copious fixt 
Salt. Silver put into it is ſuddenly - 
changed into. a golden Colour, and 
being left a while in it, becomes 
blackiſh. Thence we went to g/ St. 
Mugnus his Well at Copgrave, whi- 
ther a great Number of poor People 
reſort to bathe themſelves. They 
put on their Shirts wetted in the water, 
letting them dry upon their Backs. 
This Water operates (if at all) by its 
extraordinary Coldneſs and Aſtrin- 
gency: Near St. Mugnus is a Well 
of * Virtue for the Eyes, which 
(g But according to Camden, St, Mongabs. 
they 
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they call the Eye-WYell, We thought 
it not worth the while to ſpend much 
Time to make Obſervations about 
theſe Waters, becauſe they are already 
the Subject of two little Treatiſes, 
one by Doctor Deane, the other by 
Doctor French, who, (eſpecially the 
latter) have written well and to the 
Purpoſe, with much Fidelity, of the 
Properties and Virtues (together with 
their Cauſes) of all theſe Waters. 
The ſame Day we viewed Rippon, a 
pretty Town, having a large quare 
Market-Place; the Minſter there is 
much inferior to Beverley Minſter; 
one of the Steeples lately falling, 
broke down the Roof of one Wing 
of the Church, ſo that the whole is 
now much out of Repair. In a 
Vault, under the Body of the Church, 
called St. Willfrid's Chapel, we faw 
the Hole through a Wall, which 
au call St. Willfrid's Needle, where-

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by the Prieſts of old were wont to 
try Women's Chaſtity. She that was 

a Virgin eaſily creeping through, but 
ſhe that was corrupted (+) ſticking 
faſt by the Way. Here we omitted 
the Sight of Fountain's Abbey, where 
i Robin Hood's Bow is kept; a very 
pleaſant and deleQable Situation; as 
alſo of St. Willfrid's Well, the tu- 
telar Saint of this Town, We were 
there the Day after St. Villfrid's 
Sunday, which is eſteemed, by the 
Inhabitants, a great Feſtival, and 
thereon was wont to be held a great 
Fair after Evening Prayer. Leaving 
Rippon, we paſſed the ſame Day to

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the three Stones called the Devil 5 
Bolts or Arrous by the Vulgar, and 
about which they have a Legend. 
They are tall and ſlender, _ 
{quare, of a pyramidal Figure, but 
not very ſharp at the Top. They 
ſeemed to us to be factitious Stones, 
but yet endure-the Weather exceed- 
ing well, and may, in Probability, 
ſtand there till Dooms-day. About 
a Mile hence, at a Place called Ad- 
1 (a mall Village now, but of 
old a good Roman Town, and as yet 
x Borough), we gathered up among 
the People divers ancient Roman 
Coins, both Braſs and Silver, which 
are daily found in the plowed Fields, 
and about the Streets there. Thoſe 
Pieces that have radiate Crowns on 
the Heads of the Effigies, they call 
Saracens Heads, all the reſt Alabur gli 
Nalf-pennies. Here we ſaw a Piece 
| of the antient Roman Pavement, per- 


haps 
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haps that which they called Teſſella- 
tum. The Pieces of the Pavement 
which we faw, were about two Inches 
Diameter, not perfectly Square, but 
of the Fotm of a Lozenge, ſome 
Red and ſome Black; which we fup- 
poſe were Marble. This Night we 
lodged at a {mall Village called Ha- 


merten, about fix or feven Miles 
from York. 


Auguſt the 6th, We rode back 
again to York. There firſt of all we 
viſited the Minſter, which is, indeed, 
a large and flately Fabrick, but in 
ſome Things inferior to Beverly 
Minſter, vis. in the Multitude of 
marble Pillars, and in the arched 
Roof of Stone. The Body of the 
Church and Choir is very broad, the 
Lanthorn high and large, which we 
aſcended by 274 Steps, many of 
them high ones. The Front of the 
M 2 Choir, 
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Choir, reſpecting the Body of the 
Church, is adorned with the Statues 


of all the Kings of the Houſe of 
York, carved in Stone. It is ſaid, 

there is a large Vault under the 
Choir, and from thence a Paſſa ge to 
Ouſe-Bridge. There are divers an- 
tient Monuments in the Church, but 
none very ſumptuous; at the Eaſt 
End the Tomb of Tobias Matthews, 
Archbiſhop, who gave his Library 
to the Church, We ſearched for, 
but found not, the Grave-Stone of 
MWinwull, on which was this Inſcrip- 
tion in Latin; Mufecus & Logicus 
Winwall Hic jacet ecce Johannes. Or- 
ganamque loqui fecerat ille quaſi. 
Which a certain witty Gentleman

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They have ſtill preſerved in this 
Church their fair Communion Plate, 
moſt of it given by King Charles I. 
There is alſo a Common-Prayer Book 
and a Bible, with gilded Silver Claſps 
and Boſſes, given by the ſame King; 
and on the Inſide of the Claſps is in- 
ſcribed Ex dono Regis Caroli, 1633. 
In the Wall of the Veſtry is a Well of 
very ſweet and pleaſant Water, called 
St. Peter's Well, which taſtes almoſt 
like Milk. There is a large octagonal 
Chapter-houſe of 21 Yards Diameter, 
at the Door whereof 1s that Verſe,

York is a large City, and indifferently 
well built; the Streets handſome, but 
narrow; it hath 24 Churches in it.

Auguſt the 8th, We — at 
Scarborough, diſtant from Maltom 1 6 
Miles. This Town hath a great 
Trade of Fiſh taken thereabout. We 
ſaw Ling, Codfiſh, Slate, Thorn- 
back, Turbot, Whiting, and Her- 
ring. They take allo Conger, Bret, 
Haddock, and Markrell, They have 
an artificial Harbour or Pier, made 
of vaſt Stones, piled one upon ano- 
ther, without Cement, for Security 
of their Veſſels of Trade. The like, 
though not ſo large, is at Zyme in 
Dor ſetſhire, called the Cob. We 
obſerved in Ling the inteſtina ceca, 
which they call Ketk, to be larger, 
and fewer in Number, than in the

| cara à little below the 

Stomach, which is alſo very large. 
We ſaw there, among others, a long, 
large, cartilaginous Fiſh, which they 
call an Hay, not much unlike (they 
ſay) to a Dog. Fiſb. The Haddock 
is ſomgwhat like to a I hiting, but 
larger; ; it hath a great Head, pro ra- 
tione Corporis, and large Eyes. It is 
marked about the Middle of the Body 
with a Black Spot on each Side, 
about the Bigneſs of a Three-pence, 
which (they ſay) is the Print of St. 
Peter's Thumb and Fore-Finger, be- 
tween which he took up that Fiſh, 
and marked it for himſelf. We ſaw 
here two Sorts of S tarfiſhes, the com- 
mon one with five Radi, and another 
_ which hath ordinarily thirteen, ſome- 
times fourteen, as we obſerved in 
one or two. Here is a Piece of a 


Caſtle ſanding wu an high Cliff, 
| hanging 
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hanging over the Sea on one Side; 
and the Town on another; a Place 
of great Strength, and ſtill held with 
a Garriſon: There is a Well of freſh 
Water within Half a Yard of the 
Edge of the Top of the Cliff ; 
only an Hill, about half a Mile or 
more diſtant, matches, if not ex- 
ceeds, it in Height. We 2 of 
the Spam Water there, which, by 
Report of thoſe who have tried 
both, is more nimble in its Working 
than the Knareſborough Water, and 
purges more by Stool.

Auguſt the gth, From Scarbo- 
rough we journeyed to Whitby, 12

the Way Side, we took Notice of a

Upon the Shares about H/ hunde, 
we found long Sea+Laces of à Vel.

the largeft Packthread commonly 
fold in Shops. Alſo two Sorts ef 
Fucus marinus, beſides the common 
Phaſganoides. The one ariſetk with 
a round Stalk, of about the Bigneſs 
of a Finger, more or leſs, and about 
a Foot long, and then follows one 
only ſingle undivided broad Leaf, of -

Dureſme is a 
large ſcattering Town, but in moſt 
Mens Account pleaſantly fituate ;

of Land walled. The River is 
paſſed with three fair Stone Bridges. 
The Suburbs are greater, by much, 
than the Town contained within the 
Walls and River. The Cathedral 
Church is a very plain and mean one, 
but a ſtrong Building ; the Pillars 
great and bulky; there is a very fair 
Cloiſter yet remaining, and a Num- 
ber of handſome Stone Buildings, 
which belong to the Dean and Pre- 
bendaries.

Auguſt the 14th, We rode to 
Meucaſtle, 12 Miles; in the Way we 
ſlaw Lumly-Cafile, a gallant Build- 
ing. This Town is large and well 
built, eſpecially about the Market- 
Place and Key, where the Houſes, 
for Height and Shew, are compara- 
ble to the Houſes in London. By 
Reaſon of its great Trade it is very 
populous, in Multitude of Inhabi- 
tants thought not inferior to the City 
of York. A fair Stone Bridge of 
nine Arches joins it to Gazefide or 
Gateſhead, which is the Name of 
that Part of the Town which lies on 
the South Side of the River. This 
Town is notable for four Things.

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the Walls. 2. The Key, which is 
thought to be as convenient, uſeful, 
handſome, and deep, as any in Eng- 
land.

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Cuthbert, whoſe Body, by the Monks 
of this Church, was conveyed to 
Dureſme, when the Danes pillaged 
and ſpoiled the Hand. This Night 
we lodged at Berwick; our Journey 
was of about 25 Miles. The River 
Tweed is here joined with a Stone 
Bridge of 15 Arches. Here hath 
been a very goodly Caſtle, which is 
now demoliſhed. The upper Town 
is encompaſſed with a Wall which is 
not very ſtrong ; within this Wall is 
a large void Ground or Green, where- 
unto the Inhabitants bring their Cat- 
tle, and let them ſtay all Night, and 
in the Morning drive them out again 
to Paſture. The lower Town is very 
ſtrongly fortified with a broad and 
deep Ditch of Water, and againſt it 
an impenetrable Bulwark or Bank of 
Earth, faced with Free Stone againſt 
the Ditch. There are alſo for De- 
fence, four tall Platforms or Forts, 

2 beſides 
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beſides external Fortifications. This 
Town is {till kept with a ſtrong Gar- 
riſen. There is in it a fair Church, 
built by Oliver Pratector. Here we 
lam, * the Cliff by the Shore, a 
Cave called the Burgeſſes Cave, not 
worth the remembering, and an Hole 
in a Rock, through which a Boat 


may paſs at full Sea, called the 
Weedle's-Eye. 


Auguſt the 1 oY We travelled to 
Dunbar, a Town noted for the Fight 
between the Engliſh and Scots. The 
Scots generally (that is the poorer 
Sort) wear, the Men Blue Bonnets on 
_ their Heads, and ſome Ruſſet; the 
Women only White Linnen, which 
hangs down their Backs as if a Nap- 
kin were pinned about them. When 
they go abroad none' of them wear 
Hats, but a party coloured Blanket, 
which they call a Plad, over their

Heads and Shoulders. The Women 
generally to us ſeemed none of the 
handſomeſt. They are not very 
cleanly i in their Houſes, and but ſlut- 
tiſh in dreſſing their Meat. Their 
Way of waſhing Linnen is to tuck 
up their Coats, and tread them with 
their Feet in a Tub. They have a 
Cuſtom to make u p the Fronts of 
their Houſes, even in their principal 
Towns, with Firr Boards nailed one 
over another, in which are often 
made many round Holes or Windows 
to put out their Heads. In the beſt 
Scottiſh Houſes, even the King's Pa- 
laces, the Windows are not glazed ' 
throughout, but the upper Part only, 
the lower have two wooden Shuts or 
Folds to open at Pleaſure, and admit 
the freſh Air. The Scots cannot en- 
dure to hear their Country or Coun- 
trymen ſpoken againſt. They have 
neither good Bread, Cheeſe, or Drink. 
They 
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F cannot make them, nor will 
they learn. Their Butter is very in- 
different, and one would wonder 
how they could contrive to make it 
fo bad. They uſe much Pottage 
made of Coal-wort, which they call 
Neal, ſometimes Broth of decorti- 
cated Barley. The ordinary Country 
Houſes are pitiful Cots, built of 
Stone, and covered with Turves, 
having in them but one Room, many 
of them no Chimneys, the Windows 
very ſmall Holes, and not glazed. 
In the moſt ſtately and faſhionable 
Houſes, in great Towns, inſtead of 
Cieling, they cover the Chambers 
with Firr Boards, nailed on the Root 
within Side. They have rarely any 
Bellows, or Warming-Pans. It is 
the Manner in ſome Places there, to 
lay on but one Sheet as large as two, 
turned up from the Feet upwards. 
'The Ground 1 in the Valleys and Plains 


bears 
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bears good Corn, but eſpecially Beto 
Barley or Bigge, and Oats, but rarely” 
I/ heat and Rye. We obſerved little 
or no fallow Grounds in Scotland; 
ſome layed Ground we faw, which 
they manured with Sea-wreck. The 
People ſeem to be very lazy, at leaſt 
the Men, and may be frequently 
obſerved to plow in their Cloaks. 
It is the Faſhion of them to wear 
Cloaks when they go abroad, but 
eſpecially on Sundays. They lay out. 
moſt they are worth in Cloaths, and 
a Fellow that hath ſcarce ten Groats 
beſides to help himſelf with, you 
ſhall ſee come out of his ſmoaky 
Cottage clad like a Gentleman. 


There hath formerly been a ſtrong 

Caſtle at Dunbar, built on a Rock 
upon the Sea, but it 1s now quite 
ruined and. fallen down. - Yearly, 
about this Time, there is a great 


Confluence 
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Confluetice of People at Danbar, to 
the Herring-Fiſbing; they told us, 
ſometimes to the Number of 20,000 
Perſons; but we did not ſee how fo 
ſmall a Town could contain, indeed 
give Shelter to, ſuch a Multitude. 
They had at our being there two 
Minifters in Dunbar; they ſung their 
Gloria Patri at the End of the Pſalm 
after Sermon, as had been ordered 
by the Parliament, in theſe Words;

We ſaw of the Scouts Eggs, which 
are very large and ſpeckled. It is 
very dangerous to climb the Rocks 
tor the Young of theſe Fowls, and 
ſeldom a Year paſſeth, but one or 
other of the Climbers fall down and 
loſe their Lives; as did one not long 
before our being there. The Laird 
of this Iſland makes a great Profit 
yearly of the Soland Geeſe taken ; as 
I remember, they told us 130 J. 
Sterling. There is in the Iſle a ſmall 
| Houſe, which they call a Caſtle; it 
is inacceſſible and impregnable, but 
of no great Conſideration in a War, 
there being no Harbour, nor any 
Thing like it. The Iſland will afford 
© Graf ; 
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Graſs enough to keep 30 Sheep. 
They make Strangers that come to 
viſit it Burgeſſes of the Baſſe, by 
giving them to drink of the Water 
of the Well, which ſprings near the 
Top of the Rock, and a Flower out 
of the Garden thereby. The Iſland 
is nought elſe but a Rock, and ſtands 
off the Land near a Mile; at Dun- 
zar you would not gueſs it above a 
Mile diſtant, though it be thence at 
leaſt Five. We found growing in 
the Iſland, in great Plenty, Beta 
marina, Lychnis marina noſtras, Matoa 
arborea marina noftras, & Cochlearia 
rotumdifolia. By the Way alſo we 
ſaw Glaſſes made of Kelp and Sand 
mixed together, and calcined in an 
Oven.

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At Leith we ſaw one of thoſe 
Citadels built by the Protector, one 
of the beſt Fortifications that ever 
we beheld, paſſing fair and ſumptu- 
ous: There are three Forts advanced 
above the reſt, and two Platforms. 
The Works round about are faced 
with Free-Stone towards the Ditch, 
and are almoſt as high as the higheſt 
Buildings within, and withal, thick 
and ſubſtantial. Below are very plea- 
fant, convenient, and well built 
Houſes for the Governor, Officers, 
and Soldiers, and for Magazines and 
Stores; there is alſo a good capaci- 
ous Chapel, the Piazza, or void 
Space within, as large as Trinity- 


College (in Cambridge) great Court. 
This is one of the four Forts. The 


other three are at St. Jobnſton u, In- 


nerneſs, and Ayre. The Building of 


cach of which (as we were credibly 


nn coſt above 100,000/7.

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ling; indeed 1 do not ſee how it 
could coft leſs. In England it would 


have coſt much more. 


At E dinburgh we went to the 
principal public Buildings; thoſe are, 
1. The Caſtle, a very ſtrong Build- 
ing, on a precipitious ſolid Rock. 
It is one of the King's Houſes, but 
of no very great Receipt: In it are 
kept the Croum and Scepter of Scot- 
land. There was then lying in the 
Caſtle Yard an old great Iron Gun, 
which they called Mounts Meg, and 
ſome Meg of Berwick, of a great 
Bore, but the Length is not anſwer- 
able to the Bigneſs. 2. Heriot's 
Hoſpital, a ſquare Stone Building, 
having a large Turret at each Corner. 


It hath very ſpacious and beautiful 
Gardens, and is well endowed. There 
is a Cloiſter on both Sides of the 
Court, on each Hand as one goeth

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in, and a Well in the Middle there- 
of. At our being there it maintained 
threeſcore Boys, who wore Blue 
Gowns; but they told us it was de- 
ſigned for other Purpoſes. It would 
make a very handſome College, com- 
parable to the beſt in our Univerſi- 
ties. Over the Gate, within Side, 
ſtands the Figure of G. Heriot the 
Founder thereof, and under him this 
Verſe. ;

3. The College, for the Building of 
it but mean, and of no yery great 
Capacity, in both comparable to Caius 
College in Cambridge. Moſt of the 
Students here live after the Faſhion 
of Leyden, in the Town; and wear 
no Gowns till they be /awreat, as 
they call it, that is, commence. At 
qur being there (being the Time of 
the Vacancy) there was not a Student 

O 3 in 
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in Town; the Premier alſo, as 
they call nn, was abſent at London. 
In the Hall of this College the King's 
Commiſſioner, Middleton, was en- 
tertained by the Citizens of Edin- 
burgh. 4. The Parliament Houſe, 
which is but of ſmall content, as far 
as we could' judge, not capable of 
holding 200 Perſons. The Lords 
and Commons fit both in the ſame 
Room together, There is alſo a 
Place which they call the Inner 
Houſe, in which fit 15 Lords, choſen 
out of the Houſe, as it were a grand 
Cotfitnittee. There is an outer Room 
like the Lobby, which they call the 
waiting Room; and two other Rooms 
above Stairs, where Commiſſioners 
fit. We tow Argyle and Guthry, 
their Heads ſtanding on the Gates 
and Toll-booth. At the Time we

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were bunt for Witches, they report- 
ed, to the Number of about 120. 


Auguſt the 21ſt, We went on 
Northward as far as & terling, 24 
Miles. By the Way we ſaw the 
King's Palace at Lithgow, built in 
the Manner of a Caſtle, a very good 
Houſe, as Houſes go in Scot- 
land. There is a ſmall Lough or 
ſtanding Water on two Sides of the 
Houſe. This Lough formerly was 
never without Swans: But Mr. Stuart, 
one of the Bailiffs of the Town, told 
us a ſtrange Story of thoſe Swans, 
which left the Lake when the Houſe 
was taken and garriſoned by the 
Engliſh; and although two were 
brought on purpoſe for Trial, yet 
would they not ſtay there; but at 
the Time of the King's coming to 
22 two Swans, neſcio unde ente 
& iuſtinctu proprio, came thither, 
= 7” and 
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and there ſtill continue. This Stuart 
hath nouriſhed in- his Garden divers 
exotick Plants, more than one would 
hope to find in ſo northerly and cold 
a Country ; fome ſuch as we had not 
before ſeen, VIS. Archangelica, Fu- 
maria fliquaſa, Carduus lafeus pere-

named them. Sterling is an indif- 
ferently handſome Town, hath a 
good Market-place, two Palaces, one 
of the Earl of Marr, the other of 


the Marquis of Argyle. But the 


Caſtle is moſt conſiderable, and hath 
been, and, with little Coft, may be 
again made, a very magnificent Houſe. 
It hath an Hall longer, if not broader, 
than Trinity-College Hall in Cam- 
bridge. The Building, added by 


Fames V. contains many very ſtately. 
| Rooms 
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Rooms -both for Lodging and Enter- 
tainment, in many of them very 
good carved Wood-Work on the 
Roofs. There is alſo a Chapel built 
by James VI. at the Birth of his 
eldeſt Son, in which we ſaw a Model 
of Edinburgh Caſtle, and the Ship 
in which they ſerved up the Meat in- 
to the Hall, when Prince Henry was 
baptized. This Caſtle ftands on an 
high and ſteep Rock; under the 
Building are many Vaults cut out of 
the Rock, and one under another. 
The Caſtle, on our being there, was 
garriſoned with 200 Engliſh. The 
Commiſſary told us that the greateſt 
Inconvenience of that Caſtle, in Caſe 
of a Siege, was, that upon the Diſ- 
charging of the great Guns, the Wa- 
ter in the Wells would ſink, and the 
Wells become dry; of which it is 
eaſy to render a probable Reaſon. 
Foy Sterling-Bridge is conſiderable for 

nothing, 
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but that it is a Paſs. The 
River here, Mæander like, takes 
Circuits, and almoſt meets itſelf 
again, and that for a conſiderable 
Space, both on the one and the 
other Side of the Bridge; ſo that 
what is by Land but 4 Miles, is by 
Water 24. 


Mas Sterling we went, Auguſt 
the 22d, to Glaſcom, which is the 
ſecond City in Scotland, fair, large, 
and well built, croſs-wiſe, ſomewhat 
like unto Oxford, the Streets very 
broad and pleaſant, There is a Ca- 
thedral Church built by Biſhop Law; 
they call it now the High Kirk, and 
have made in it two preaching Places, 
one in the Choir, and the other in 
the Body of the Church; beſides, 
there is a Church under the Choir, 
like St. Faith's under Paul's, Lon- 
don; the Walls of the Church- 
Yard 
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Yard round about are adorned with 
many Monuments, and the Church- 
Yard itfelf almoſt covered with Grave- 
Stones; and this we obſerved to be 
the Faſhion in all the conſiderable 
Towns we came into in Scotland, 
The Biſhop's Palace, a goodly Build- 
ing, near ta the Church, is ſtill pre- 
ſerved. Other Things memorable 
in this Town are, 1, The College, a 
pretty Stone Building, and not in- 
ferior to Wadbam and All Souls Col- 
leges in Oxon. The Premier, Mr. 
Gelaſpy, was removed by the Parlia- 
ment there. Here are (as they told 
us) molt commonly about 40 Stu- 
dents of the firſt Year, which they 
call Obedients; near ſo many of the 
Second, which they call Semies; and 
ſo proportionably of the Third, which 
they call Baccalors; and the Fourth, 
whom they call Laureat or Magiſters.

Auguſt the 23d, We rode to Doug- 
las, 20 Miles. We paſſed through 
Hamilton, by the Way, an hand- 
ſome little Market- Town, where is

are about 50 Feet wide each; and

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a great Houſe of Duke Hamilton 8. 
The Country all thereabout is very 
pleaſant, and in all reſpects, for 
Woods, Paſtures, Corn, &c. the 
beſt we ſaw in Scotland. At Doug 
las there is a Caſtle belonging to the 
Marqueſs Douglas, half a Mile diſ- 
tant from the Town; which, though 
it be a free Burgh, and without 
Doubt of great Antiquity, yet is a 
pitiful, poor, ſmall Place, ſcarce an 
Houſe in ,it which will keep a Man 
dry in a Shower of Rain. In the 
Church we ſaw ſome old Monuments 
of the Dowglaſſes, with two Hearts 
wrapped up in Lead, which it ſeems 
were of two of that Family that died 
in France, and were ſent over hither. 


Auguſt the 24th, We rode to 
Dumfreis, or (as they ſpelled it) 

Drumfreſe, 28 Miles, and in the 
Way ſaw Lead Mines, at a Place 


called 
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called the Lead-Hillk; which will in 
time, it is likely, increaſe to a good 
conſiderable Torn. We alſo paſſed 
over much hilly Ground; the higheſt 
Place was called Anudertin-Hill, up- 
on the Top whereof the Air was 
ſharp and piercing, when in the 
Level it was warm and gentle; 
neither yet were we on the higheſt 
Apex of it, by the Aſcent of near 
Half a Mile, as we gueſſed. This 
Hill vre judged to be higher than any 
we had been upon in England or 
Wales, Snowdon itſelf not excepted, 
This is a dangerous Paſſage in Win- 
ter time, the Way being narrow and 
ſlippery, and a great Precipice on 
the one Hand, beſides the Deſcent 
ſteep, ſo that we led our Horſes 
down about a Mile. At Dumfreis 
they have two Miniſters, one a young 
Man named Campbell, related (as we 
were told) to the M. of Argyle, the 


other 
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other an elder Man, by Name Hen- 
derſon, who has married his Daughter 
to the younger. Campbell prayed 
for the Preſervation of their Church 
Government and Diſcipline, and 
ſpake openly againſt Prelacy and its 
Adjuncts and Conſequences. Here, 
as alſo at Danbar, and other Places, 
we obſerved the Manner of their 
Burials, which is this; when any one 
dies, the Sexton or Bell-Man goeth 
about the Streets, with a ſmall Bell in 
his Hand, which he tinkleth all along 
as he goeth, and now and then he 
makes a Stand, and proclaims who is 
dead, and invites the People to come 
to the Funeral at ſuch an Hour. 
The People and Miniſter many times 
accompany the Corpſe to the Grave 
at the Time appointed, with the Bell 
before them, where there is nothing 
faid, but only the Corpſe laid in. 
T he Miniſter there, in the public 
Worſhip, 


F 
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Worſhip; doth hot ſhift. Places out of 
the-Deſk into the Pulpit, as in Eg 
land, but at his firſt coming in; 
aſcends the Pulpit: They commonly 
begin their Worſhip with a Pſalm 
before the Miniſter comes in, who, 
after the Pſalm is finiſhed; prayeth, 
and then reads and expouiids in ſome 
Places, in ſome not; then another 
Pſalm is ſung, and after that their 
Miniſter prays again; and preacheth 
as in England. Before Sermon, com- 
monly, the Officers of the Town 
ſtand at the Church-Vard-Gate, with 
a join'd Stool and a Diſh, to gather 
the Alms of all that come to Church. 
The People here frequent their 
Churches much better than in Eng- 
land, and have their Miniſters in 
more Eſteem and Veneration. They 
ſeem to perform their Devotions with 
much Alacrity. There are few or 
no Sectatics or Opinioniſts among 

them; 
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them; ; they are much addicted to 
their Church Government, excepting 
the Gentry, who love Liberty, and 
care not to be ſo ſtrictly tied down. 
The Country abounds with poor 
People and Beggars. Their Money 
they reckon after the French Manner. 
A Bodel (which is the ſixth Part of ' 
our Penny) they call Tway-Pennies, | 
that is with them Two-pence; ſo 
that, upon this Ground, 12 Pennies, 
or a Shilling Scorch (that is, ſix Bodels) 
is a Penny Sterling. The Scotch 
Piece mark'd with XX, which we 
are wont to call a Scorch Two-pence, 
is Twenty-pence Scotch, that is, Two- 
pence Sterling, wanting two Bodels, 
or four Pennies Scorch; the Piece 
with XL is Four-pence Stedling——6

It is 
but a mean Building, and poorly 
endowed; the Top hath been indif- 
terenfly well gilded, and the Seats 
round the Choir canopied with W 
ſome carved Work of Wainſcot. 
a little Chapel they ſhewed us a 
Tomb, which they ſaid was. St. Au- 
 guſline's. They have preſerved there 
two Elephants Teeth faſtened in a 
Bone like a Scalp, which they, call 
the Horns of the Altar. On the 
Backfides of the Seats of the Choir 
have been painted divers Stories, with 
Verſes in old Ergh/h, but now al- 
moſt defaced, There is very good 
Ground about this Town, and ſuch 
as for 20 Years together will bear 
Corn, without lying fallow. We

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by; who was very civil to us; there 
we ſaw the antient Inſcription which 
Camden mentions. From Carliſie 
through Pereth, we went to Shap in 
Weſtmorland, where we ſaw the 
Ruins of the Abbey, very pleaſantly 
fituate in a private Valley. The 
Well called by the Vulgar the Anny- 
Vell, that is reported to ebb and 
8 upon the Place ſome told us 
they had obſerved it ſo to do; others, 
that though they had obſerved it 
daily for ſome Years, yet they never 
could find any ſuch Thing, and 
therefore, if ever it did, yet certainly 
of lately Vears it hath ceaſed to ebb 
and flow.

Tueſday May the 13th, From 
Middleton to Stafford, we paſſed on 
by the Trent Side, where we obſerved 
great Plenty of Fumaria alba clavi-- 
culata; all along by the Way Side 


we ſaw that kind of Fern which I 
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firſt. took Notice of in Suſſex. 
Stafford Town there is a fair . 
place, and a good Seſſions-Houſe 

bullded of Free- Stone, over the Mar- 
ket Croſs. Here is a Hoſpital for 
twelve Widows (a very pretty Place) 
built by Martin Nowell in 1657. 
My Lord A/tor hath a good Monu- 
ment in the Church at Szafford, of 
his Grandfather : He hath a good

E edneſday May the 14th, We 
paſſed on to Vantwych, 21 Miles. 
We diverted out of our Way to ſee

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the Pits, which we judged 1 to be 4 
Sort of Lari, in a Meer at Worbury 
belonging to Col. & krimſhaw. They 
build altogether in an Iſlet in the 
Middle of a Pool. Each Hen layeth 
3 or 4 Eggs (of a dirty Blue or Sea- 
Green ſpotted with Black) at the 
driving every Vear, they take com- 
monly above an Hundred Dozen 
young, which they ſell at five Shil- 
lings the Dozen.

Biſhop Briageman hath a Vault for a 
burying Place, in one of the Iſles of 
the Choir. By the Bridge- gate there 
is a fair ſquare Water- Tower lately 
built, which ſerves a great Part of 
the City with Water. The Water is 
fucked up by Suckers, like thoſe of 
Syringes, and ſtopped from running 
out again by Valves, and forced up 
into Pipes by the ſame Syringe-ſtop- 
ples as the Water is forced out of a 
Syringe, and Valves to ſtop it from 
deſcending. At the Top of the 
Ciſtern there is a Pipe to let the Air 
out of the Pipes.

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Friday May the 16th, From Ch 
ter to Wrexham, and thence. to the 
Molde, 16 Miles; by the Way we 
ſaw a fair Houſe of Sir John Trevor's 
at Gresford, and an Houfe of Mr. 

WH rex- 
ham is a very fair Market-Towng 
the Church Steeple exceeding hand- 
ſome, adorned with Statues .cut in 
Stone; a great Number of poor Peo- 
ple about the Town, eſpecially old 
Women. There is at the Molde a 
large fair Church of very. good Free- 
Stone ; therein 1s a Stone Pedeſtal 
and a Canopy, where, they ſay, ſtood 
a living or quick Image. It 1s the 
Cuſtom here, as in other Places in 
Wales, to ſtrew Green Herbs, as 
Ruſhes, Flags, Branches of Box and 
Flowers, on the Graves of dead Per- 
ſons for one Vear, and then to cover 
them with a Stone. Near the Molde,

Bangor we rode to Carnethllewelyn, 
which fignifies Llzwelyn's Bones, a 
very high Hill.

gor is a {mall mean Town, the Ca- 
thedral very indifferent, not compar-

From Penmaen-maur 
to Preſtbolim is a large paved Cauſſey, 
viſible at low Water, and the Ruins 
of an old Caſtle ſtill to be ſeen, 
at a very low, Spring-tide.. Ebb, 
between the two Penmaens. There 
are Firr-Trees digged up in the 
Marſhes here, and. in Carnarvon- 
ſhire. At a Place called the Friery, 
about Half a Mile from Beaumaris, 
was found a Stone Coffin of one

Thurſday May the 22d, We went 
over to Preſtbolm Iſland, in which 
we took Notice of the Ruins of St. 
Sirian's Chapel; the Tower is yet 
ſtanding.

Cochlearia 
vulg. Crithmum, Beta marina, and 


a ſmall Sort of Geranium, which 1 
had before obſerved in the Iſle of 
Man.

Here lo 1 found that Species of 
Geranium mentioned in Preſtholm. 
Near Carnar vom remain ſtill ſome 
Ruins of an old Town, which the 
Welch call Caer-Segon, 1. e. Segon- 
tium of the Ancients: There is a lit- 
tle Chapel, with a Well cloſe by it, 
dedicated both to St. Elyn, as is allo 
the River faſt by, called the Saint's 
River; theſe are about a Quarter of 
2 Mile South of the Town. There 
is a Chapel of Eaſe in Carnarvon, 
cloſe to the Town Wall ; the Pariſh 
Church is Half a Mile out of 
Town, whereabout old Segontium 
ſtood. We were told a Legend of 
one St. Byno, who lived at Clenog- 
paur, and was wont to foot it four 
Miles in the N ight to Llaynhayrne, 
and there, on a Stone in the midſt 
of a River, to ſay his Prayers; where- 
on they ſhew you {till the Prints of his

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Knees: His Man, out of Curioſity, 
followed him once to the Place, to 
ſee and obſerve what he did. The 
Saint coming from his Prayers, and 
eſpying a Man, not knowing who 
it was, prayed, that if he came 
with a good Intent, he might receive 
the Good he came for, and might 
ſuffer no Damage ; but if he had any 
ill Deſign, that fome Example might 
be ſhewn upon him; whereupon pre- 
ſently there came forth wild Beaſts, 
and tore him in Pieces. Afterwards, 
the Saint perceiving it was his own 
Servant, was very ſorry, gathering 
up his Bones, and praying, he ſet 
Bone to Bone, and Limb to Limb, 
and the Man became whole again, 
only the Part of the Bone under the 
Eye-brow was wanting; the Saint, to 
ſupply that Defect, applied the Iron 
of his Pike-ſtaff to the Place, and 
thence that Village was, called Llan- 

Qs  wvilbayrne: 
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vilbayrne But for a ben to 
his Man (after he had given him 
Llanvil-hayrne) he prayed (and ob- 
tained his Prayer) that Clenogvaus 
Bell might be heard as far as Llan- 
vil-hayrne Church-Yard, but upon 
ſtepping into the Church i it was to be 
heard no longer; this the People 
hereabout aſſert with much Confi- 
dence, upon their own Experience, to 
be true. This Saint was a Sowuth- 
Wales Man, and when he died, the 
South-H/ales Men contended with the 
Clenogvaur Men for his Body, and 
continued the Contention till Night ; 
next Morning there were two Biers 
and two Cofhns there, and ſo the 
South-Hales Men carried one away, 
and the Clenogvaur Men the other.

End of Llanberis Pool, we ſaw 
growing wild, Papaver erraticum 
luteum Cambro-britanmnicum, and near 
the Stone Tower there a Species of 
Orchis Palmata, with an odorate 
Flower like to Monorchiss We paſ- 
ſed a very bad Way, by two great 
Pools of Water. The Velcb have a 
Diſh which they call Llumery, made 


of Oatmeal, almoſt after the ſame 
Manner of the Amylum of the Ancients. 


In the Lakes hereabout, viz. at 
Llanberis, Bettus, Feſtiniog, there is 
a Fiſh taken called Tor goch, blackiſh 
upon the Back, Red under the 
Belly (unde Momen), of which they 
tell ſome fabulous Stories, as that 
three Sons of the Church brought 
them from Rome, and put them into 
three Lakes, to wit, Llanberis, Lly- 
number and Travennyn, into each 
two.

At Llanberit they ſay, that they are 
there taken only in the Night, and 
that when it is not Moon-fhine.

Taſdlay May the 2 2th, We ſet 
out for Suoudon, and fo to Clenog, 
about 12 Miles. On $zowdon- Hill

At Clenog 
we ſaw St. Bayno's Tomb, where- 
upon (they ſay) if a ſick Perſon be 
laid for three Weeks, upon every 
Friday, after the third Friday he 
Will ſuddenly either recover or die.

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M edneſday May the 28th, We 
travelled from Guenag to Aberdaren, 
x8 Miles. By the Way, we faw the 


Rock at Madryn, where Cryſtal 
Stones are found. At Aberdaren, 


on the Shores, grows the before- 
mentioned Leucoinum MArinum. 


Thurſday May the 29th, From 
Aberdaren we ferried over to the Ifle 
of Baruſey, à pretty little Spot, rent- 
ed for 50. per Aunum. There build 
the Preſtbolm Puffin, Sen- pies, and 
ſome other Birds; and there are ſtill 
to be ſeen the Ruins of an old Church; 
three more they told us of. Near 
theſe Ruins is an Heap of dead Men's 
Skulls, and other Bones of ſuch Vo- 
taries, as, for the Sanctity of the Place, 
had been buried there. We found a 
kind of Hyacinibus flellatus vernus 
growing there in great Plenty ; 
the fame we conjecture grew at 


Llandwys. : 
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Elindwyn: We found alſo that 
Species of Geranium which we had

We did not obſerve any nota- 
ble Taſte in it, neither would it tinc- 
ture Silver, as we were told it would. 


They have a Tradition in Jales | 
about the Puffins, that they cannot 
fly if they be out of the Sight of the 
Sea-Water; their Wings are very 
ſmall, and yet they fly ſwiftly, but 
ſeldom very high. Here we ſaw the

Colour on the Back, White under 
the Belly, hath a Black Head and a 
forked Tail (unde.

Walls of an antient and ſtrong Caſ- 
tle, built on an high Rock cloſe by 
the Sands; alſo a great Level, which 


they call the Marſh, which has doubt- 


leſs been formerly gained from the 
Sea. Hereupon grows in Plenty, 
Juncus acutus maritimus froe capi- 


tulis Sorght C. B. of which I ſu- 
ſpect Phyz. Brit. makes three Plants. 


This is a miſerable poor Town, yet

Monday June hh * we rode to 
Aberdovy, 17 Miles, over Marſh 
Land and Sand. At Aberdovy lives 
the Lady Lied, who informed me 
that Rubia tinctorum was found gTOW- 
ing wild on the Rocks there by Dr. 
Bowles; but we had no time to ſearch 
for it. I found a little Sort of my

Tueſday June the ny We travelled 
over the Sands, and fo came round 
about by Talabont, to the Silver Mills, 
and viewed the Mint at Talabont, 
and took as exact a Deſcription as we 


could of the Silver Works. 


Nedneſday Fune the 4th, We rode 
to the Top of Plimllimmon-Hill, and 
thence to Llanbadern, 17 Miles. 


Thurſday 
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. Thurſday June the gth, We went 
on to Cardigan, where is a Priory 
near the Church. By the Way we 
ſaw the Place where ſtood a Caſtle 
called Chriſtmas Caſtle, becauſe it 
was begun to be built in the Chri- 
mas Holy-Days. On a Common 
near Blaynport he a great many 
large Stones; among the reſt, one 
ſtanding perpendicularly on one End 
in the Ground, and another large 
one leaning upon it, and two others, 
one on each Side the leaning Stone; 
theſe Stones they call King Arthur's 
Quoits: Under the leaning Stone is a 
Stone with little Grooves. upon it. 
Theſe ſeem to have been ſome an- 
cient Monument of the Britons f] or

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great Perſon 8 Corpſe. The like 
Stones we ſaw upon St. Davids 
Head; and they told us, that, in other 
Places of the Mountains, the like 
were to be ſeen. We alſo paſſed by 
thereabout a Bank, over which they 
throw the wooden Ball that get the 
Victory over other of the Men of 
the high and low Country of Card:- 
gan, This Contention and Sport 
for the wooden Ball is yearly on the 
Monday in Whitſun-Week. We were 
told of a great Stone in a plowed 
Field which hath this antient Inſcrip- 
tion, Corbulenſis hic jacet Ordous; 
but this we ſaw not. Mr. Lewis 
hath a pretty Houſe at Cardigan. 
Mr. Barry is Owner of Cardigan 
Iſland. From Cardigan, we rode 
to a poor Village called Fiſhgard, 
where we were put to it for a Lodg- 
ing. Thence we proceeded to St. 
| David's, where we viewed an old 


Cathedral,

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Cathedral, therein divers ancient 
Monuments, viz. that of the Eatl 
of Richmond, Father of King Henny 
VII. in the Choir. Owen Tad 
and another of the Tudor's, Biſhop 
FJ. aughan' 375 Biſhop Anſelme's, &c. 
Behind the Choir, a handſome Cha- 
pel of Biſhop Yaughan's, where fit- 
ting, he had Windows fo contrived 

into another Chapel behind, called 
St. Mary's Chapel, that *h might 
ſee five Maſſes ſaid together, at five 
ſeveral Altars. The Steeple is taken 
into the Choir, and the Bell-Ropes 
hang down into it; and of the Wings 
of the Church are made Chapels, 
The FYelch have a Proverb, that it 
is as good to go to St. David's twice, 
as to Rome once.

ford Weſt, where we lay on Sunday. 


This is the largeſt and beſt Town. 
that I have yet ſeen in ales; where 
was an old Caſtle, now demoliſhed. 
In the Way hither we obſerved a 
Tower called Roche Caſtle, which 
may be ſeen at a great Diſtance. We 
paſſed by Ramſey Ifland, and the 
Biſhop and his Glerks, Rocks in the 
Sea near St. David's. Ramſey Iſland 
is ſo called, from Ramſons plentifully 
growing there. Here breed ſeveral 
Species of Birds, ſome the ſame as 
in Preſtholm. We ſaw; at a Di- 
ſtance, Scalme Ile, where wild 
Thyme 1s ſaid to grow, but we went 
not thither. At Haverford, neaf 
the River, are the Ruins of an old 
religious Houſe, which they call the 
Priory z within leſs than a Mile of 
the Town; is a fair Houſe of Sir 
Fohn Stepney s. In this Town are 

R three 
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three Ohurches. South of the Town, 
by a little River (which is kept up 
with Banks to drive a Mill) graws in 
great Plenty, Cyperus, &c. 9. This is 
a. Town and County, governed by a 
Mayor, Alderman; Sheriff, &c. and 
cles a Burgeſs for the Parliament. 
In a Cloſe near the Caſtle, I found 
Frifolium cochleatum folio cordato un- 

culato. From Haverford we rode to 

Pembroke, where we ſaw the Ruins of 

the Caſtle: In it, by the River's Side,

Grabs, Porpeſs, Grampus, Siels, 
Hews, Bull-Heads, Butter-F ib, 
Dots, Brez or Brit, Bowmen, Oyftersg 
Ny brimps, Limpings, {ſmooth and 
rough Cockles, Flemings, White and 
Black Hay-Fiſh, Cuttle-Fiſbh: We 
paſſed over to Caldey Ile; of Which 
Mr. Pilliams is Owner, and were 
eivilly received there. In the Hand 
hos 1 8 
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are three Chapels, one at the Abbey 
or Priory, and two more. In a lit- 
tle Iſland, between that and the 
Main Land, great Plenty of Fowl, 
the ſame that breed in Pre/tboime. 
In one Part of this Iſland, the Puts 
and Gulli, and Sea-Swallows Neſts 
lie ſo thick, that a Man can ſcarce 
walk but he muſt needs ſet his Foot 
upon them. On the Rocks there- 
about groweth the Malva arborea 
marina nefiras in great Plenty, alſo 
Crithmum chryſanthemum, Limonium 
vulgare, Hyacinthus ftellaris vernus 
pumilus, Filix marina, &c. and a 
kind of Titbymalus, q. an Tith. ma- 
rinus vulgaris?

A Tenby they 
told us of a Rock, which was lately

| ing, which did then much enrich 
| the Town, where there is excel lent 
Fiſhing. This Rock, at low Water, 
lies, in ſome Places, not above 7 or 8

Here are digged up 
Medals and Reman Pavements. Here 
we met with ar old Gentleman (by

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Name More] who bath a fair Houſe 
at Greek. He told us of the Sa. 
anom in 'Uſte and ye, that are in 
Seaſon all the Year round; for whien 
they are out of Seaſon in one River, 
they are in Seaſon in another. Coals 
are dug up on both Sides of the two 
Rivers juſt mentioned, but not be- 
tween them. We were told of an 
old Man at Hereford, that eats nei- 
ther Fiſh, Fleſh (excepting the Skin 
of a roaſted Pig) Butter, Cheeſe, or 
Milk, nor ever did; his Name Rod. 
Near Creek, in a Buſhet or Wood on 
an Hill, not far from the-Way-fide, 
weſtward, gros icia maxima fyt- 
vatica forte & Erythrodanum, be- 

ſides many other common Plants. 
The Biſhop of Landaffe's Palace is 
at Mather ne. There are many Caſ- 
tles in Glamorganſbire and Mon- 
aouthfhire. One at Caubriage, 
yhich is a pretty walled Town; one 


at 
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at Curaiſe, a large handſome Town; 
one near Caerwent, called Calecut 
Caſtle, i belonging to the King; an- 
ather at Caerhon. We went from 
Greek to Chepftow, and from thence 
to Tmtern Abbey, where we ſaw the 
Wire-Mills, and rode that Night to 
Glouceſter. By the Way, near Tin- 
term, I found Herba Paris, and a 
kind of [Driopreris, q. an Driopt.

Harrington's, and about a Mile. of; 
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day, and Tuęſaan. On un Finanz 
Rock we found ſeveral Plants more 
than we had formerly taken Notice 


. 
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at Cham, another of her Son's. At 
Bab ue took Natice of no new. 
Thing, fave Biſhop Fames Montague 
of Witcheſter his Monument in the 
Abbey-Church. We - lodged this 
Night at Pawon, à Village 7 Miles 
from Bath, in the Way to Wells. 
In the Corn-Fields about Camerton, 
we found a kind of 7ithymalus or 
Efula, which we had not before 
ſeen; we alſo here found a kind of 
Tithymalus, reſembling, at firſt Sight, 
the common Sun Spurge, but it 
grows up to a great Height, the 
Leaves of a pale Green or Yellow 
like Helio/cop. of the Figure, well 
near, of Wood Spurge; the Stalk 
— — reddiſh. We obſerved at 
David s, Glouceſter, Ratcliffe 
Couch (and other Churches) behind 
the Choir, a large Chapel dedicated. 
to the Virgin Mary, which they call 
the * s Chapel.

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Saturday June the arſt, We rode 
to Moley-hule, and from thence to 
Welli, vhere we viewed the Church, 
which is a very neat one. It hath a 
double croſs Building; behind the 
Choir is a large Chapel dedicated to 
the Virgin Mary, wherein they have 
their Service at Six in the Morning. 
The Front of this Church is very 
curiouſly adorned with Statues, and 
other carved Work in Stone; it has 
a pretty Chapter-Houſe, and a large 
Cloifter, only it wants the fourth 
Side. Here are two Rows of Houſes, 
on each Side of a long Court (called 
Vicars-Cloſe) for the Singing-Men, 
whom they there call /icars. In the 
Church are the Monuments of ſeveral 
Biſhops, particularly of Biſhop Lake 
and Biſhop Still, alſo of ſome Prieſts

and ſome Abbots, which were trans- 

ferred thither from Glaſtonbury. A 

large Grave-Stone of Ina a Saxon 
8 
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King, the firſt Founder of the 
Church; ' likewiſe the Monument of 
one Hormel, a King's Baſtard. 
There are divers good Pieces of 
carved Work in this Church. In 
the Body of it, towards the Weſt 
End, between two Pillars in the Wall, 
is carved. the Head of a King, with 
Priefts on each Side tumbling Head- 
long; alſo a Biſhop with a Woman 
on one Side and a Child on the other ; 
of which they tell this Story : The 
Abbot, who finiſhed the Body of 
the Church after King Ina's Death, 
when the Workmen were building 
the Church, gave them a Plate out 
of his Pocket, which had theſe Pic- 
tures on it, and bade them cut them 
in Stone, and ſet them in the Church 
Wall. When the Abbot came and 
ſaw them finiſhed, he wept, and be- 
ing aſked the Reaſon ; he anſwered, 


When there ſhould Foun a King like 
= 55 to 
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to that Head, and a Biſhop fit, like 
the other, then Friers and Prieſts 
ſhould be thrown down, and Biſhops 
marry. Now the King's Face, they 
report to be exactly like to King 
Henry VIII. and the Biſhop like the 
firſt married Biſhop of that Dioceſe. 
Dean Crichton hath a fair Houſe here, 
built by Doctor Burgeſs. From 
Wells we rode to Glaſtonbury, where 
once again I viſited the Torr, which 
is nothing but the Steeple of an an- 
tient Church, now quite fallen down 
and gone, as appears by the Eaſt 
Side of the Steeple, where the Church 
had been broken from it, and by the 
Teſtimony of ancient People there- 
about, who have ſeen the Veſtigia 
and Rudera of the Walls. On the 
Top of the Torr-hill, and all along 
the Aſcent, I obſerved great Plenty 
of a kind of Orobanche, the Stalk 
whereof i is of a reddiſh Purple Co-

louy, the Flower one undivided Tus

On the Top of the 
Hill, by the Torr, we found a kind 
of Vicia, with a long White Flower. 
Likewiſe, in the Meadows hereabout, 
we found in great Plenty, a kind of 
Jacea, in the Leaf exactly like to 
the nigra vulgaris, in the Flower to 
the Jacea major ſegetum. We ſaw 
Faſeph of Arimathea's Tomb and 
Chapel at the End of the Church, 
alſo the Abbot's Kitchen, which is 
yet ſtanding, all built of Free-Stone, 
without any Timber in it, at the 
Bottom four Square, and in each 
Corner a Chimney, and the Top is 
cupola'd up with one round Arch, 
like a Chapter-Houſe, and on the

Beyond Walton, in the Way 
to Taunton, in a Cloſe by a ſtony 
Lane, in the Hedge, Lithoſperm. mi- 
nus. In Somerſetſhire they have a 
Way of ſetting their Mows of Corn 
on a Frame (which they call a Mow- 
ſtead) ſtanding upon four Stones cut 
with a Shank, and upon that an 
Head like a Meta, reſembling. ſome 
Toad-Stools. Beyond Ling, and 
near Taunton, we paſſed by the Lord 
Hawley his Houſe. Thereabouts, 
at a Place called Orchard, lives Sir 
William Portman, one of the oreateſt 
Heirs in Eng/aud. Col. Sir Francis 
Popbam hath the Manor of WW, elling- 
S 4 | ton, 
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tun, where there are the Ruins of a 
bhce fair Houſe of his, which had 
been gatriſoned in the Titne of the 
late Wars, arid then demoliſhed. Sir 
William Windham bath a large Eſtate 
heteabout; but lives near Watcher. 


Tueſday June the 2 4th, We went 
from Nelli gton to St. Moulton, thro- 
Tiverton, a large Borough Town. 
Near Moulton we ſaw a fair Houſe 
of Mr. Amery's. 


IP edneſday June the 25th, We 
came to Buckland, We viewed Barn- 
Fable, a very handſome and large 
Town; but low built, yet the Houſes 
are all neat, and in good Repair; 
the Streets well paved, ſo that one 
may walk in them in Slippers 1 in the 
midſt of Winter. It is governed by 
a Mayor and 24 Aldermen, ſends 
two Burgeſſes to Parliament, hath a 
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good Trade, is rich and populotis3 
here is a ptetty Altns-Hotiſe, anda 
long Bridge of 15 Atclies. We 
pafſed alſo Biddiford, which ſeems 
to be a thriving Town, aid to abound 
with Shipping; here is alſo a lon 
Bridge of 24 Arches. Between 
Weftly and Biddiford, all along the 
Hedges on both Sides the Way, 
grows Erythrodanum in great Plenty, 
and no doubt alſo in the rocky 
Ground all thereabout. Between 
Biddiford and Kilkhampton, in the 
Valleys, and near the Rivulets and 
Water-Courſes among the Moors, 
we met with Campanula Cymbalaria 
foliis, and Appbodelus Lancaftrenſic. 
The River Ex tiſes not above 5 Miles 
diſtant from the North or Severn 
Sea, and runs into the South or Bri= 
ziſh Sea, giving Denotnination to 
many Places, viz, Exford, Exmore, 
Exton, Exbridge, Exeter, and Ex- 
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mouth... At Kilkhampton, on the 
Rooks, . is a ſmall Sort of Alga, 
broad and yariouſly divided, and, as 
it were, curled at the Top; beſides 
Cyrallina alba & rubra. Nothing 
more frequent hereabout, in boggy 
and ſpringy Places, than Aſpbodelus 
Lancaftrer s & L yfemachia galeri- 
culata minor: It hath a Fleſh-coloured 
Flower,. and the Lip thereof is ſpotted 
with ſmall Red Spots. Here alſo is 
Aa ſmall Sort of Pinguicula; which 
ſeems to. differ ſpecifically from the 
common. It hath lefler Leaves, 
crumpled up about the Edges, almoſt 
pellucid, having Red Veins frequent- 
ly, and manifeſtly viſible. The 
Flower is much fmaller than that of 
the common Pinguicula, and paler, 
more of the Fleſh-Colour conferan- 
tur). The Cotyledon paluſtris Flower 
alſo grows here; the Stalks on which 
the Flowers grow are ſmall and low,

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bearing at the Top five or fax-very 
ſmall Fleſh-coloured Flowers, conſiſt-

(exam.) vaſcula ſeminalia, ſunt ea 
compreſſa, didyma, velut Thliaſpeos 
cujuſdam.. In Devonſhire, as well as 
Cornwall, they mend or manure their 
Lands with Sea-Sand.

In many of the Towns 
the Chimneys of the Houſes ſtand on 
the Foreſide towards the Street, eſpe- 
cially of the older Houſes. 


Thurſday June the 26th, We FR 
out for Launceſton, 20 Miles. There 
we ſaw the Caſtle, which is well de- 
lineated by Speed. This Day we 
found, near vod ford- Bridge, Cam- 
panula Cymbalaria foliis: Near 
Launceſton, in a {ſhady Lane, are 
two Species of Muſcus g. O/mund

Friday une the 25th, We paſſed 
on towards Padſtow; but rode firſt 
to Tintagel, where we found Corniſb 
Diamonds on the Rocks; but the 
faireſt and largeſt are met with in the 
Quarries, where they dig Stone. 
Some there are, of the Bigneſs and 
Length of one's Finger, very clear 
and pellucid; all of them have fix 
Sides, befides the Ends. At Denby- 
Boul, about two Miles from Tintagel, 
is the beſt Quarry of Slate in the 
Country ; it lies Eaſt and Weſt, and 
deepens Weftward. They ſlit it with 

Chiſſels into thin Lamine ; When it

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is firſt dug it flits cafily, afterwards 
the Sun hardeps it fo, that it will not 
ſlit at al. It is divided into ſeveral 
Beds, both longways and broadways, 
by Cracks or Rifts, which they call 
Funks: The outſide of the Slate, 
where the Junls go, is commonly of 
a Red Colour. At St. Elyns we 
paſſed one Mr. Matthew's Houſe, 
riding on to Pad/tow, where is as 
pretty a Key as any I bave ſeen. Mr. 
Prideaux has a Seat here. This 
Town is noted for ſtrong Beer. Great 
Plenty of Slate is dug up about this 
Place, which they ſead into South 
Wales, and it is a good Trade: They

The Churches in 
Cornwall, for the moſt Part, have 
good Tower-Steeples of Free- Stone; 
the Churches are made up of three 
Rows or Ridges of Building, of ag 
equal Height, and ſometimes Length 
too, and covered with Slate. Near 
St. Colump, by the Way Side, are- 
found in ſeveral Places, Euphrafia 
pratenſis lutea, C. B. Between St. 
Columb and St. Michael tand in ſeveral 
other Places) a Plant, which we gueſs 
to be Alfne paluſtris minor ſerpilli 
Folia. It hath long, weak, trailing

Monday June the 3oth, We rode 
over the Sands to Sr. Ives. There 

we ſaw a Church almoſt quite cover- 
ed with Sand, blown up by the 
Wind; the Name is Uny Lalant. 
Here is a pretty little Fortification 
which they call the Caſtle. We ſaw 
alſo here ſome of the young Murres, 
a Bird Black on the Head and Back, 
White under the Breaſt and Belly, 
and hath a Black and ſharp Bill, 
Black Feet, whole-footed. We were 
aſſured that the Corniſb Murre is no- 
thing elſe but the Nagor-Bill. All 
along the Cliffs, as we rode upon 
the Sand toward S7. Ives, grew Fæni- 
T culum 
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culum vulgare in great Plenty. S. 
Toes is a Borough- Town, governed 
by a Mayor and Aldermen. There are 
a great many Houſes to the North 
of the Town, which (as well as the 
Church) are almoſt buried or over- 
whelmed with Sand, blown up there 
by the Wind in ſtormy Weather. 
On a Rock, a little above the Town, 
to the North, ſtands a little Chapel 
dedicated to St. Iva, as they fay. 
The People of Britanny drive a great 
Trade here for Raiæ, which they dry 
in the Sun, and then carry away. 
In exchange for this, they bring Salt. 
'The Inhabitants of this Town are of 
Opinion, that their Fiſh are better 
and more daintily taſted than thoſe 
taken about Penſance, or any where 
on the other Side of the Country, 
becauſe theirs lie and feed upon the 
Sand, and: the others on Ouze or 
Mud. The Fiſh taken about Sz.

Mullet, Baſs, Hale, (ſed rarinus), 


many, Herrings, Pilchards, and for 
this Fiſh it is the beſt Place in Coru- 
wall; of theſe have been taken 1 500 


Barrels in a Day, ſome fay 1800. 


Here are alſo taken Lob/ters, Crabs, 
Pollacks, Dog fiſh, Dranicks, (as they 


call them) Tomlins, which are no- 


thing but a young Codßſb, Shads or 
Schade, Dories, Sand Eels, which 
they call Launces, &c. 
over to Godreve Iſland, which is no- 
thing but a Rock, about one League 
diſtant from St. Ives, to the North-

Eaſt, near the Land, upon which, in 
Time of Year, build great Store of 


this Iſland as the Guillems, or Kid- 
daws, of which many Scores of 
young ones lie dead here. Here they 
call the Puſins, Popes; and the Guil- 
lems, Kid-daws: We ſaw many of 
thoſe Birds which they call Gannets, 
flying about on the Water. This 
Bird: hath long Wings, and a long 
Neck, and flieth ſtrongly. Poſſibly 
it may be the Catarractes. He preys 
upon Pilchards; the Shoals whereof, 
great Multitudes of theſe Fowl con- 
ſtantly purſue. Another Bird they 
told us of here, called Wagell, 
which purſues and ſtrikes at the ſmall 
Gull ſo long, till out of Fear it 
mutes, and what it voids, the Wagell 
follows, and greedily devours, catch- 
ing it ſometimes before it is fallen 
down to the Water. This ſeveral 
Seamen affirmed themſelves to have 
oftentimes ſeen. 


Tueſday 
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Tuſalay July the 1ſt, We rode to 
the Land . Eud. Near St. Ives, in 
the Way to Penſance, we found a 
kind of Plant, on a moiſt Bank, 
whoſe Leaf is ſomewhat like to Savi- 
fraga aurea; it runs out in long 
Wires like to Campanula cymbalarie 
fol. at each Leat it bears one ſmall 
purpliſh coloured Flower. We found 
another Plant on a boggy Ground, 
which had ſmall graſſy Leaves, but 
very few; it was almoſt all Stalk ; it 
grew not above an Hand high, had 
a yellow Flower, but not open in 
any when we where there, it being a 
cloſe Day; the Seed- Veſſel was ſome- 
what large, pro ratione, round, big- 
geſt in the Middle, ſmaller at both 
Ends, like ſome Rolls wherewith 
they roll Corn. At the Land -End 
we ſaw nothing remarkable. Here 
they give Names to ſome of the 
Rocks; for Inſtance, one they call

„ Godwit, which they call a Stone-Curlew, the ſame, 
* I ſuppoſe, which is common upon our Coaſts 
„ in Suffolk, The Colour differs ſomewhat 
from a Bird of the ſame kind I was ſhewn at 
„ Venice, which was more cinereous or dun, and 
<< had not that Variety of Colours in the Wings 
«© and Tail. —At the Lizard Point, on the 
% Rocks, I obſerved Herniaria glabra in great 
Plenty; alſo Aſparagus vulgaris, and near the

There 
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There is a Tower upon an Hill, not 
far from the Land's-Exd, which 
ſerves for a Sea- mark. At Penſance 
we ſaw and deſcribed ſeveral Sorts of 
Fiſh, to wit, Mullus major, Trachu- 
rus, Pagrus, Erythrinus, Hake, Had- 
dock, Whiftling-Fiſh, Rawlin, Pol- 
lacks, Holibut, Conger, and Tubfiſh, 
which is no other than a Red Gur- 
nard. We there ſaw the Houſes in 
which they lay (and the Manner in 
which they preſs) their Fiſh, eſpeci- 
ally Pilchards, they pile them up on 
a Bed of a great Length and Breadth, 
to wit, as long and broad as the 
Houſe, made for that Purpoſe, will 
permit, and breaſt high; then, in 
the Wall behind, they have an Hole 
into which they thruſt a Rafter or 

Poſt of Timber, (which reacheth 

croſs the Bed of Fiſh) and on the other 

End of it hang one or two or more 

great Stones, of which they have 
many 
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many lying there, with a great Hook 
of Iron faſtened in them for that 
| Purpoſe; of theſe Holes and Rafters 
they have many all along the Bed, 
which preſs down the Boards, where- 
with I conceive the Bed of Fiſh is 
covered, and ſo preſs the Fiſh equally: 
Underneath the Bed they have a 
Gutter to receive and convey the Oil 
which comes from the Fiſh, into a 
Veſſel made on purpoſe in the Ground 
at one End of the Hauſe. They 
have a pretty Key made with a Pier 
of Stones, both here and at Sz. Ives. 
On all the Coaſts hereabouts are caſt 
up Plenty of Sea-Laces, beſides the 
Sea-Girdle and Hangers, Sea-Belt, 


&c. On the Beach near Penſance 


we faw growing many rare Plants; 
to wit, Gnapbalium marinum in 
Plenty, a kind of Sea -Peaſe, Species 
Tithymali, which runs cloſe to the 
Ground, the Stalks of it Red and 


round, 
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round, the Leaf Green above, hav- 
ing only one middle Rib or Fibre 
viſible, which is Red underneath; 
the Figure of it is oblong; but in 
thoſe Leaves, among the Seed, it 
miſſes one Corner, as if a Snip were 
cut off from it. Near Penryn, along 
the Hedges copio/e, we found a kind 
of Linaria, the fame as I have in 
my Garden, by the Name of Lina- 
ria Hungarica. The Leaves grow 
not in this confuſedly upon the Stalk, 
as in the common, but in Rundles; 
it grows ſometimes to be a Vard high, 
the Stalks brittle, much branched 
toward the Top. The Flowers grow 
not ſo thick and cluſtering together 
as in the common, but at greater 
Diſtances, -and are of a very pale 
Blue, . almoſt White, ſtreaked all 
along the Claw or Heel with long 
Blue Striæ; the lower Leaf hath a

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little Appearance of Yellow, but 
more within, if you open it. 


MWiedneſday July the 2d, We went 
from Penſance to Penryn, through 
Market- Few and Helſſon. We ſaw, 
at a Diſtance, St. Michael's Mount, 
a Rock in the Sea near the Shore, to 
which one may paſs on Foot at low 


Water, there is on the Top of it an 


Houſe, and Chapel with a Tower, 
where Mr. St. Aubyn lives; below 
is a pretty little Rey to receive {mall 
Veſſels. Penryn 1 is one of the hand- 
ſomeſt Towns in Cornwall, ſituate 
upon an Hill, excellently well water- 
ed, having Water running in wooden 
Pipes through the Streets, and at In- 
tervals Ciſterns to receive it; and it 
is ſo contrived, that what overflows 
the Ciſtern, runs into another wooden 
Pipe, and ſo interchangeably down 
the Hill; beſides this, almoſt every 

Houſe 
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Houſe hath Spring- Water, a Garden, 
and an Orchard to itſelf. It is a Bo- 

rough, and hath a Mayor and twelve 
Aldermen. The Mayor of Penryn 
uſes to write himſelf Mayor of Fal- 


mouth. 


Thurſday July the zd, We rode 
to a newly erected Town, which 
they have named Falmoutb. The 
King hath lately made it a Corpora- 

tion. The Country People round 

about call it Penny come quick, and 
tell this Story of it. Within leſs 
than Forty Years there was here no 

Houſe at all, but a certain Perſon 

building a little one, a Servant of 
one Mr. Pendarvis came and dwelt 
in it; upon which that Gentleman 
bid his Servant brew a little Ale, and 
on ſuch a Day he promiſed to come 


with ſome Gentlemen, and help her 
to ſome Money 4 drinking it up.

Friday July the 4th, We ſet out 
for Bodmin; by the Way we ſaw 
Roche-Rock, of a great Height, ſtand- 
ing in the higheſt Part of a large 
Mor. Near ' the Church of _ 
on the Top of the Roek; was 
Chapel, dedicated to St. Mary, now 
ruined. There is nothing very re- 
markable in Bodmin, only a very 
large and fair Church, with a Spire- 
Steeple, of which there are very few 
in Cornwall, The Water which ſup- 
plies the Conduit (as Carew obſerves) 
runs through the Church-Yard. 


There are a great many Tanners in 


this Town. We did not ſee what 
Carew mentions of the Kitchens and 
Out- 
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Out-Houſes being up Stairs, neither 


is the Place held to be unhealthful, 
ſo far as we could learn, 


— July the zth, We tra- 
velled on to Saltaſb, and paſſed St. 
Neot's, and ſo went to the other half 
Stone (ſo called) which hath an an- 
cient Inſcription upon it, but is ſo 
weather-beaten. that it is not legible. 
Upon the Top of an high Rock, 
about two Miles North of St. Clere, 
are thoſe Stones which they call the 
Cheeſe-Wri ring (u), of which Speed 
hath given a Figure.

Leather Ball in his Hand, and toſſes 
it up in the midſt between both Par- 


letting 
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one of che oppoſite Side muſt not 
take up, but one of his own) or elſe 
throws away the Ball to one of his own 
Side, (if any of them can catch it). 
He that is ſtopped may chuſe whe- 
ther he will wreſtle, or throw away 
the Ball; but it is more generous to 
wreſtle. He that ſtops muſt anſwer, 
and wreſtle it out. When any one 
wreſtles, one of his Side takes up 

the Ball; and runs with it towards 
the Goal, till he be ſtopped, and 
then, as before, he either wreſtles or 
throws away the Ball, ſo that there 
are commonly many Pairs wreſtling 
at once.---An Out- hurling is played 
by one Pariſh againſt another, or 
eaſtern Men againſt weſtern, or 7 
vomſbire Men againſt Corniſb; the . 
manner they enter upon it is as fol- 
lows. Any one that can get Leave 
af Juſtice, &c. . goes into a Mar- 
U 2 ket- 
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ket-Town, with a little vooden Ball 
in his Hand, plated over with Silver, 
and there proclaims the Hurling; 
and mentions the Time and Place. 
They play in the fame manner as in 
the other, only they make the 
Churches their . Goals, that Party 
which can caſt the Ball into, or upon 
a Church, wins. In an Out-hurt- 
ing they have not a ſet Number on 
each Side, but each have as many as 
they can procure. An Hurler, to 
help him in running, may catch hold 
on an Horſeman's Stirrup. No Horſe- 
men play. Sataſh is governed by a 
Mayor and Aldermen. On a woody 
Bank (by a Comb) to the South of 
Saltaſh, we firſt found Lamium me- 
liſſæ folio growing in great Plenty:

Thence we had a view of 
Mount Edgcumbe, a brave Houſe, 
and well ſituate, belonging to Mr. 
Edgcumbe, a Gentleman of great 
Eſtate. On the Hill which you aſ- 
cend, after you are come over the 
Paſſage to go to. Plymouth, grows 
Eryngium vulgare in great Plenty, 
which I do not remember to have 
ſeen any where elſe in England. 


There grows alſo Erythrodanum ; as 
upon almoſt all the Rocks on the 
Sea-Coaſt hereabout. Here we had 
a View -of the little Iſland in the 
Mow of the River, called Portſaa 
U 3 Iſland, 
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Hand, (as I remember) in which 
is a good Fort. There are befides 
3 other Caſtles near the Entrance 
of the Haven or Key of Plymouth, 
on the Weſt Side of the Town, 
Plymouth is a great and rich Town, 
inferior in Trade, Riches, and Big- 
neſs, to none in the Welt, ex- 
cept Brifto/; yet there are no fair 
and uniform Streets in it: Here are 
two Churches, one half built. This 
Town makes a very fair Shew at a 
Diſtance, as you go to Oufton, a 
good large Town on the Harbour, 
a Mile to the Eaſt. From Plymouth 
we travelled on through Modberry, a 
little Market-Town, and ſo on to 
Morley. Near Modberry we paſſed 
a fair Houſe belonging to Sir Thomas 
Hales,

Saturday Jah the r2th, We ſet 
out from Sherborne to Saliſbury, 34 
Miles, and paſſed through SD,, 
and by the Earl of Pembroke's Seat 
at Wilton (about two Miles from 
Sarum), where is a Park encompaſſed 
with a Stone-Wall. Saliſbury hath 
in it four Pariſh Churches, beſides the 
Cathedral: It hath Water running 
through all the principal Streets, 
which are ſtrait and broad; it hath 
a fair and large Market-Place, and is 
governed by a Mayor and twenty- 
four Aldermen, The Buildings are 
but low. The Height of the Cathe- 
dral Steeple was lately found to be 
I 13 5 Yards, whereas before it was 


ſuppoſed 
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ſuppoſed to be 148, that is, equal to 
the Length of the Church; an octa- 
gonal Stone upon the Top of the 
Spire. 12 Feet round. There are 
many Monuments in this Church, to 
wit, Biſhop Poore s, who firſt began 
the Building of the Church, and 
continued it eleven Vears; Biſhop 
Bingham's, the ſecond Founder's, 
who carried it on twenty Years ; 
Bithop York's the laſt, who finiſhed 
it in cleven Years more. A Braſs 
Plate in the Wall for Dean Gour- 
dan, a Scat ; Biſhop Audley's Tomb; 
Salcot's; Biſhop Bridport's; 
Dr. Bennet's, who is reported, in Imi- 
tation of our Saviour, to have endea- 
voured to have faſted forty Days, but 
expirediat ſeventeen Days End. Dr. 
Sidenbum s. A fair well-wrought 
Free-Stone Monument for Sir Thomas 
Gorges, and his Lady; this Monu-

Pilton's, with a Rebus on it, Vill 
and Tun; Biſhop Capor's; a Monu- 
ment for Sir Richard Mompeſſon and 
his Lady, which is a gaudy one. 
e Jeuell, content with a Grave- 
Stone. 
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Stones The Cloiſter is wide; and 
4 Furlong about. The Chapter- 
Houſe is a large one, ſupported with 
42 Pillar- in the Middle, and hath 
Fifty-two' Stalls in it for the Fifty- 
two. Prebendaries of this Church, 
About a Mile from Saliſbury, in the 
Way to 7&neſbiury, ſtood old Serum; 
there are ſtill remaining great Trenches 
which encompaſſed the Caſtle. They 
report that ancient Roman Coins and 
Urns have been dug up here. 


; Monday July the x4th, We ſet 
forward to — from whence 
1 again viſited Stone-henge, about a 
Mile and an Half Weſt of the Town. 
It conſiſts of four Rows of Stones, 
the outmoſt high Stones ſtanding in 
a Circle, and having Stones lying 
upon them from Stone to Stone; 
each upright Stone hath two Tenons, 
which fill the Mortices of the in-

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cumbent Stones, and ſo they all to- 
gether formed a Circle. The Stones 
within theſe are of a ſmaller Size, 
and the inner ones are ſet in an Hex- 
agonal Form, and are very large, 
two ſtanding upright and pretty near 
together, having Tenons, and one 
Stone laid upon them with two Mor- 
tices; together they repreſent the 
Greek Letter II. Six there are of 
theſe, ſtanding like the Latera of an 
Hexagon, with a good void Space 
between for the Angles.

In it 
were fourteen Churches, ſome of 
them are now fallen down, and the 
Caſtle is in a ruinous Condition. 
Here is one indifferent fair Street. 
The Town 1s governed by a Mayor 
and Aldermen. The Shire-Hall, 

within the Caſtle, built like an old 
Chapel, with a Body ſupported by 
Stone Pillars, and in it are two Iſles. 

Over the Court of W. % prius, above 
the Judge's Seat is fixed, againſt the 
Wall, King Arthur's Round-Table, 
—_ the Names of the Knights upon 
The Cathedral is a large Build- 
ing very plain without, a ſquare low 
Tower 
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Tower riſing out of the Middle of 
the Choir. The Pillars i in the Church 
are ſtrong and large, the Top of the 
Body and of the fide Ifles an Arch of 
Stone. A great Aſcent out of the 
Body of the Church into the Choir, 
and two Aſcents more to the Altar. 

The croſs Iſles are about the Middle 
of the Choir. In this Church are 
many Monuments, to wit, William
